Notice of the meeting was read by the Secretary J.C. Fairthorne. 

President A.B. Loopstra opened the meeting with a prayer. He welcomed all 
to Moncton, N.B. and this, the Annual Meeting of the Directors. He offered 
regrets from D.J. Holt, who was still having health issues and he hopes to be 
with us in the near future. 

Moved by G.R. Taylor, seconded by L.W. Kline that J.V. Lawer, T.A. McLean, 
H.E. Crosby and D.S. Skinner be present at the meeting. 

Moved by C.R. Townshend, seconded by M.F. Todd and carried that the 
agenda be approved as presented. 
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Moved by R.A. Barnett, seconded by J.S. Ross and carried that the agenda 
be varied at the discretion of the Chairman. 

Moved by J.C. Fairthorne, seconded by S. Kalinowsky and carried that the 
minutes of the Directors Meeting held in Hamilton, Ontario on Saturday, April 
14, 2010 be approved as presented. 

Business arising from the minutes of the April 14, 2010 meeting: 

Gascon Estate 

President A.B. Loopstra reported that an agreement in principle had been 
agreed to by all parties and hopefully at our meeting next April, in Hamilton, all 
matters should be finalized. 

The President advised that other items arising from the last meeting could be 
included with the appropriate Committee Report. 

Committees Reports: 

Treasurer, G.F. Benton, presentation of the Audit Report and Treasurers 
Report 

G.F. Benton reviewed the audited statements for the Scottish Rite Charitable 
Foundation of Canada, from Grant Thornton, dated May 31, 2010 (Copies 
distributed to all Board members). 

Moved by G.F. Benton, seconded by L.W. Kline and carried that the audited 
Financial Statements be approved as presented. 

G.F. Benton presented the Investment Committee Report (copies distributed 
to all Directors). 

The Investment Committee Report indicated a positive return on investments 
of 7.92% for the year ended May 31,2010. 

He cautioned the Directors that our portfolio projects $600,000 in revenue in 
the next 12 months but we further project $1,200,000 in cash will be 
transferred to the Learning Centres before May 31,2011. This will reduce our 
assets available for investment thus projecting revised income for the next 12 
months to $550,000. 

Moved by G.F. Benton, seconded by C.R. Townshend and carried that the 
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Investment Committee Report be accepted as presented. 

Discussion and questions followed with regard to the Investment Policy of the 
Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation. 

G.F. Benton advised the Directors that two significant things have happened 
since our meeting in Flamilton last April - the investment market has improved 
and that pro-active discussions have taken place between our Investment 
Committee and our Financial Advisor. 

President A.B. Loopstra advised that a review of our Investment Policy would 
be in order. 

Moved by A.B. Loopstra, seconded by J.S. Ross and carried that the 
Investment Committee take a closer look at our current investments as well as 
our mix of securities managed by R.B.C. Dominion Securities and furthermore 
a conference call be set up with our Financial Advisor, hopefully within the 
next six weeks. 

The Treasurer presented the proposed balanced Budget for the year ended 
May 31, 2011. In addition he presented a further document with the 
recommended balanced Budget and Budget A and Budget B, outlining options 
for discussion. 

G. F. Benton stated that much thought was given to preparing the Budget in 
view of the fact we would be experiencing change in the next year. Fie 
recommends the approval of one new Learning Centre per year, with 
matching capital start-up costs not exceeding $40,000 and to discontinue the 
$15,000 annual operating grant available to all Learning Centres. 

H. E. Crosby, Executive Director Learning Centres, advised the Directors that 
the $15,000 annual operating grant had not been requested by all Learning 
Centres. He added that the Valley of Halifax had requested and received this 
grant annually and felt since the original “Handbook” made mention of this 
available grant that all Learning Centres should be entitled to it. 

Moved by C.R. Townshend, seconded by S. Kalinowsky and approved that 
the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation pay to each of the five Learning 
Centres, now in operation, the annual $15,000 due, as per each year of 
operation to May 31, 2010, once they are incorporated and registered as a 
Charitable Foundation. 
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Moved by C.R. Townshend, seconded by R.A.H. Brown and carried that 
beginning with the fiscal year 2010-2011 the Scottish Rite Charitable 
Foundation would no longer provide annual $15,000 operating grants to any 
existing or future Learning Centres but would continue to provide $40,000 in 
matching start-up capital grants for future Learning Centres as well as $5,000 
for incorporation expenses. 

President A.B. Loopstra requested the Executive Director of Learning Centres 
to amend the “Handbook” to incorporate the detail as approved in the previous 
motion. 

Moved by C.R. Towshend, seconded by L.W. Kline and carried that going 
forward with the fiscal year 2010-2011, and considering the fiscal restraints 
the Foundation is experiencing that only one new Learning Centre a year be 
approved for funding. 

Moved by G.R. Taylor, seconded by S. Kalinowsky and approved that the 
Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation pay 3% per annum to each Learning 
Centre having Learning Centre capital funds on deposit with the Foundation, 
from time of deposit to December 31,2010. 

Moved by G.F. Benton, seconded by C.R. Townshend and carried that the 
budget for the fiscal year ending May 31, 2011 be approved as amended by 
the Board of Directors. 

Grants & Awards Committee - G.R. Taylor 

A copy of the Grants & Awards Committee was distributed to all Directors. 

The estimated cost of funding the 2010-2011 budget is $524,818. 

Major Research Grants (4 new - 8 continuing) $ 446,818 

- Graduate Student Awards (3 new - 3 continuing) $ 60,000 
Provincial Deputy Bursary Program $ 18,000 

Total $524,818 

G.R. Taylor informed the Directors that the number of Graduate Student 
applications has been declining. He added that we do not appear to be 
achieving the results we have expected with the Scholarships. We may want 
to extend further grants to research and reduce funding in this area. He 
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further suggested that considering our current financial position we could 
cancel the three new Graduate Student Awards in the proposed budget. 

Moved by G.R. Taylor, seconded by L.W. Kline and carried that the proposed 
budget be amended: 

- Major Grants $ 435,000 

- Graduate Students Awards $ 30,000 

- Provincial Deputy Bursary Program $ 15,000 

Total $ 480,000 

Valley Liaison Committee - M. Ward

Directors. 

Work is continuing and progress is being made to produce an up-dated listing 
of Valley Representatives to the Foundation in all Valleys across Canada.

A copy of the Report of the Insurance Policy Review Committee was 
distributed to the Directors. 

Moved by T.A. McLean, seconded by G.F. Benton and carried that the report 
be accepted as presented. 

President’s Report-A.B. Loopstra 

A.B. Loopstra advised the Directors that he would not read his report in order 
to save some time. He added that copies of the Report would be distributed 
to the members at the conclusion of the Friday Luncheon.

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

The Committee on Jurisprudence and Legislation is required by our Statutes 
and Regulations to consider all matters referred to it, with particular reference 
to amendments to the Statutes and Regulations and to report to this Supreme 
Council accordingly. 
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Part I of this report covers amendments presented to the Grand Secretary- 
General and published in a timely manner as required by ART. 47.1 (a) i and ii. 

Part II of this report covers the Committee’s report on the allocution of the 
Sovereign Grand Commander. 

Part III of this report will cover amendments, if any, proposed at the Annual 
Session and which meet the requirements as set out in ART. 47.1 (b). 

PARTI 

This year your Committee has received the following notices of proposed 
amendments to the Statutes and Regulations and, in accordance with ART. 
47.1 (a) (iii), your Committee reports thereon as follows: 

Note: Re Special Treatment of Presenting Amendments 

To present these amendments in a format which your Committee hopes will 
make them easy to visualize and understand, the presentation code indicates 
the amended wording as underlined and the deleted words are so indicated. 

WORDS OF CAUTION 

Your Committee wishes to emphasize that in reporting that these proposed 
amendments are found to be regular, your Committee is in no way endorsing 
nor commenting on the merits of any particular amendment but merely is 
stating that it has been found to be regular so as to be considered and voted 
on at the upcoming Executive Session of this Supreme Council.

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iv with the recommendation of the deputy of the involved Valiev, upon 
learning the circumstances which lead to the infraction, and determining an 
appropriate fee, to permit the healing of a Canadian who while maintaining his 
permanent residence within Canada, received the degrees of the Scottish Rite 
in either the Southern Jurisdiction of the United States of the Northern 
Masonic Jurisdiction of the United States (refer ART. 74(a)); 

v with the recommendation of the Deputy of the involved Valley, to allow a 
Valley to confer in extenso the 4°, 14°, 18°, 30°, 31°, 32° together with one or 
more of the 5°, 7°, 13°, 15° as the circumstances warrant (refer ART. 88(a)); 

vi with the recommendation of the Deputy of the involved Valiev, to allow 
the formation, under the auspices of a Scottish Rite Valiev or Valievs, of 
Scottish Rite Clubs, in locations, where brethren reside and there is no 
Scottish Rite body, to allow for charitable work to be performed, Scottish Rite 
education to be presented, social intercourse to be encouraged, etc.; 

vii with the recommendation of the Deputy of the involved Valley, to hold a 
public procession of the members of a Lodge/Chapter/Consistory, or any other 
function in the name of the Lodge/Chapter/Consistory or of the fraternity; 

viii with the recommendation of the Deputy of the involved Valley, to receive 
and act upon an Application for Degrees in any Lodge/Chapter/Consistory 
from any person who has not resided for six months within Canada; 

ix with the recommendation of the Deputy of the involved Valiev, to control 
any activity not presently specified in the Statutes and Regulations that will 
result in interaction between members of the Rite, in the name of the Rite, and 
the general public, not purely social in nature; 

x with the recommendation of the Deputy of the involved Valley, to allow a 
member to concurrently hold one of the first three offices and another office in 
more than one constituent body (refer ART. 62(a) and (c)); 

xi with the recommendation of the Deputy of the involved Valley, to allow 
an application for degrees from a rejected applicant to be received within six 
months from the date of rejection (refer ART. 80); 

xii with the recommendation of the Deputy of the involved Valiev, to allow a 
degree to be conferred, exemplified, or communicated otherwise than in a 
regular constituent body of the Rite, duly convened (refer ART. 88); 
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On review, your Committee finds this proposed amendment to be regular. 
Amend Article 26 as follows:

iii transmit to the Grand Secretary-General the petitions for dispensations

iv grant dispensations to: (1992) 

1) waive statutory regulations in regard to election of officers; 

2) waive residence qualifications within the province or territory; 

3) hold meetings, other than meetings on Maundy Thursday and Easter 

Sunday, of constituent bodies in quarters not dedicated to 

Freemasonry; 

4) hold meetings, other than meetings on Maundy Thursday and Easter 
Sunday, of constituent bodies at places other than as provided by 
their Letters Patent of Constitution; 

5) alter dates of regular meetings of a constituent body where its By-laws 
are silent; 

6) extend the time for an elected candidate to present himself to receive 
degrees; 

7) grant permission to have families and friends attend Installation 

ceremonies; 

8) grant permission to have families and friends attend Re-lighting 

ceremonies; 

9) hold the Easter Sunday meeting on a day other than Easter Sunday, 
but in no case later than ten (10) days following Maundy Thursday; 
( 2000 ) 

10) grant permission, with the approval of the Committee on Ritual so far 
as content is concerned, to hold “Master Mason” meetings where 
portions of Scottish Rite Degrees or Masonic plays are performed or 
other material is presented to attract new applicants. (2004) 

11) to permit the election and installation of the officers of a 
Lodoe/Chapter/Consistorv at a time other than fixed by the by-laws of 
the Lodoe/Chapter/Consistorv; 

12) to hold a Scottish Rite Lodge of Instruction, with the approval of the 
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Committee on Ritual so far as content is concerned; 


13) to hold an Educational Event as it relates to the conferral of degrees, 
the performance of other rites and ceremonies of the Scottish Rite; 


14) to hold multi valley “Think Tanks” to explore common concerns and 
opportunities and review “best practices” of the Valievs involved and to 


romote education of the members; 


15) to allow a member to concurrently hold an office other than one of the

16) to extend the time a candidate must present himself to receive the 
dearees for which he has been elected to receive (ART.

“Whereas Article 98 of the Supreme Council Statutes and Regulations cover 
the suspension of members for non-payment of dues, but does not cover 
explicitly dues by those elected or appointed as Officers of the respective 
bodies of the Scottish Rite Valleys within each jurisdiction. 

And whereas it is imperative that Officers of each Scottish Rite Valley must 
show leadership and uphold the Supreme Council Statutes and Regulations 
with full commitment. Therefore the following Motion is to add a subsection to 
Article 98 of the Supreme Council Statutes and Regulations that will have a 
full meaning to the role of Leadership! 

It is therefore moved that all Officers, elected or appointed to the Bodies of the 
Scottish Rite Valleys in Canada be in a possession of a current year’s dues 
card and for each year thereafter that they hold Office.” 

Since no specifically worded amendment has been received, your Committee 
is unable to comment on this proposal; however, should a specific amendment 
be put forward pursuant to Article 47.1 (b), your Committee would be glad to 
review and comment on it.

THE GRAND SECRETARY-GENERAL 

To the Supreme Council 33 Q of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of 
Freemasonry of Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

It is my privilege to present this annual report. 
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Annual Sessions 

The Annual Session in Hamilton with 507 in attendance was a huge success 
due to the dedication, commitment, enthusiasm and attention to detail of the 
organizing committee and the many volunteers who assisted. The feedback 
received on this session was outstanding. Congratulations to III. Bro. Victor 
Lepp, 33° and his arrangements committee. 

The organization for the Annual Session in Moncton September 2010 is 
complete thanks to the General Chairmanship of III. Bro. Barry Ellsworth, 33° 
and his planning committee. We all look forward to the session in Moncton. 

Future Sessions 

The Valley of Thunder Bay is the host for the Annual Session in September 
2011. The committees are formed and are working well ahead of schedule. 
They will be making a presentation in Moncton 2010. 

The Valley of Winnipeg is the host for the Annual Session in September 2012. 
Site visits have been conducted, the contract has been signed, the session 
hotel will be the Fairmont Winnipeg and planning is underway. The Chairman 
is III. Bro. David Holt, 33°. 

We have received a letter of invitation from the Valley of Calgary to hold our 
Annual Session in 2017. They are currently preparing the necessary planning 
proposal re hotels, church, etc for approval.

Supreme Council Office Updates

building occupants.

AD HOC COMMITTEE - DISPENSATIONS 


In accordance with instructions received from the Sovereign Grand 
Commander, III. Bro. Matthew Todd, 33°, we are pleased to present the 
following report. 

Every organization has a mission whether stated explicitly or not. To 
accomplish that mission the organization must be organized i.e. have a 
structure and a defined division of labour to accomplish its goals. The A&ASR 
of Freemasonry of Canada must conform to the expectations of other 
Supreme Councils in the manner in which degrees are conferred and the 
bodies it creates to confer them. Without rules and structure there is anarchy. 
Dispensations is a legitimate means by which the application of rules can be 
modified in select circumstances to strike an appropriate balance between a 
too rigid application of rules and the tendency towards chaos that would result 
from a lack of them. 

RECOMMENDATION NO.1 

We have reviewed the list of purposes for which the Sovereign Grand 
Commander is authorized to issue dispensations and recommend that those 
items listed in ART. 22 (f) be retained. To that list we would recommend the 
following items be added: 

1. To relieve from Masonic disability any member of a Lodge / Chapter / 
Consistory which has been suspended; 

2. upon learning the circumstances which lead to the infraction, and 
determining an appropriate fee, to permit the healing of a Canadian who while 
maintaining his permanent residence within Canada, received the degrees of 
the Scottish Rite in either the Southern Jurisdiction of the United States or the 
Northern Masonic Jurisdiction of the United States (refer ART. 74 (a)); 

3. to allow a Valley to confer in extenso the 4°, 14°, 18°, 30°, 31 °, 32° 
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together with one or more of the 5°, 7°, 13°, 15° as the circumstances warrant 
(refer ART. 88 (a)); 

4. to allow the formation, under the auspices of a Scottish Rite Valley or 
Valleys, of Scottish Rite Clubs in locations, where brethren reside and there is 
no Scottish Rite body, to allow for charitable work to be performed, Scottish 
Rite education to be presented, social intercourse to be encouraged, etc.; 

5. to hold a public procession of the members of a Lodge/Chapter/Consistory, 
or any other function in the name of the Lodge/Chapter/Consistory or of the 
fraternity; 

6. to receive and act upon an Application for Degrees in any 
Lodge/Chapter/Consistory from any person who has not resided for six 
months within Canada; 

7. to control any activity not presently specified in the Statutes and 
Regulations that will result in interaction between members of the Rite, in the 
name of the Rite, and the general public, not purely social in nature; 

8. to allow a member to concurrently hold one of the first three offices and 
another office in more than one constituent body ART. 62 (a) and (c); 

9. to allow an application for degrees from a rejected applicant be received 
within six months from the date of rejection (ART. 80); 

10. to allow a degree to be conferred, exemplified, or communicated 
otherwise than in a regular constituent body of the Rite, duly convened (ART. 
88 (c)); 

RECOMMENDATION NO.2 

For clarity of methodology, we recommend that Recommendation No. 1 items 
2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10 be transmitted through and recommended by the 
Deputy of the involved Valley. 

RECOMMENDATION NO.3 

We have reviewed the list of purposes for which the Deputies are authorized 
to issue dispensations and recommend that those items listed in ART. 26 iv be 
retained. To that list we would recommend the following items be added: 

1. to permit the election and installation of the officers of a 
Lodge/Chapter/Consistory at a time other than fixed by the by-laws of the 
Lodge/Chapter/Consistory; 

2. to hold a Scottish Rite Lodge of Instruction, with the approval of the 
Committee on Ritual so far as content is concerned; 

3. to hold an Educational Event as it relates to the conferral of degrees, the 
performance of other rites and ceremonies of the Scottish Rite; 

4. to hold multi valley “Think Tanks” to explore common concerns and 
opportunities and review “best practices” of the Valleys involved and to 
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promote education of the members; 

5. to allow a member to concurrently hold an office other than one of the first 
three offices and another office in more than one constituent body (ART. (a) 
and (c); 

6. to extend the time a candidate must present himself to receive the degrees 
for which he has been elected to receive (ART. 76); 

RECOMMENDATION NO.4 

To differentiate between Dispensations dealt with by the Committee on 
Dispensations referred to in ART. 40 (b), we recommend that ART 26 (iii) 
should be clarified so that the phrase “petitions for dispensations” specifies 
“relating to the organization of constituent bodies or for the suspension or 
revocation thereof”. 

RECOMMENDATION NO.5 

It is the recommendation of the Committee that it is more important that the 
compliance of valleys with the requirement to obtain dispensation for certain 
purposes be followed than that a fee for its issuance be collected. We 
therefore recommend that, at least in the initial stage, the fee be eliminated. 

RECOMMENDATION NO.6 

It is further recommended that a means of monitoring and reporting of 
dispensations be inaugurated with a view to producing meaningful data on the 
purpose of dispensations requested and whether granted or declined. This 
information may reveal some “best practices” followed in some valleys which 
could be used in other valleys. 

Proper reporting and record keeping mechanisms are essential to this 
process. Valleys need to be aware of the areas of activities where 
dispensation is necessary and who has the authority to take applications and 
grant dispensations. Deputies need to educate themselves and the Valleys 
regarding these requirements. Some suggestions to ensure the process is 
followed and thoroughly recorded can include: 

- the copying of all correspondence between the Valley and the Deputies on 
these matters to the Supreme Council office. The same applies with respect to 
applications to the SGC which should go through the Supreme Council office 
in any event. 

- retention of the dispensations granted by the Deputies and the SGC who 
make all such decisions part of their reports to the Annual Session of 
Supreme Council. 

- the organization of dispensations in the Supreme Council office under 
various subjects/categories to allow for easy analysis of trends in Valley 
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activities. It might be appropriate to assign the analysis of this data to the 
Committee on the State of the Rite, create a new committee, or add it to the 
duties of the Committee on Dispensations: 

- provision of the list of matters requiring dispensation, and the process by 
which to apply for dispensation, to every Valley office in a form that is easily 
visible, durable and suitable for posting in a prominent location. This list 
should also become part of the Manual for Deputies and the Manual for Active 
Members and any office manual retained by the Valley offices and that of 
Supreme Council. 

- making the reporting of all Valley activities for which a dispensation was 
required part of the annual return process, whether or not the Valley applied 
for the dispensation. 

- providing the ability to electronically apply for dispensations to both the 
Deputies and the SGC, the latter through the Supreme Council office. 

- making a listing of approved dispensations available on the Scottish Rite 
website, in addition to direct correspondence with the Valley office, so that all 
interested parties can be informed and plan accordingly as soon as possible. 
This will also enable other Valleys to review and become aware of the things 
for which dispensations are required and the basis for granting them. 

We trust this completes our mandate, however if there are other matters 
arising from this report, we stand ready to report further.

Ad Hoc Committee #2- Review of the Annual Sessions 

Purpose 

To examine all aspects of the Supreme Council Sessions 

Committee Chairman: Robert L. Taylor, 33°, Provincial Deputy 
Committee Members: 

Richard A.H. Brown, 33°, Lieutenant Grand Commander 
Thomas E. Lewis, 33°, Grand Treasurer-General 

The Committee acknowledges and agrees with previous reports that the 
criteria for the annual Supreme Council Sessions is to accomplish the 
following: 

Conduct the annual business of Supreme Council. 

Confer the Honorary Inspector-General 33° on eligible candidates. 
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Conduct the annual business of the Charitable Foundation. 


This report does not include Registration or the Ladies Program these 
items will be the responsibility of the host Valley. 

Agenda: 

The collected data from previous reports indicate that the annual session 
works well in its present format but better use of time and some compacting 
of the agenda would be in order. As well consideration is to be given to the 
Charitable Foundation to allow it to conduct its business and events during the 
annual session. This Committee drafted two proposals based on a three day 
schedule. The days selected would be whichever would produce the best 
negotiated room rate and meal/banquet costs. 

Time (date) of Session: 

The committee also explored the idea of changing the timing of the session 
from September to October which would be more off season and by 
scheduling it later in the month would avoid interfering with the Thanksgiving 
Holiday and people’s cottage plans. 

Frequency of Sessions: 

The possibility of a 2 year cycle of Supreme Council Sessions was explored. 

Some of the concerns about holding the session every second year was that it 
may cause current sessions to lose momentum and giving the membership a 
year off may cause a lack of interest in attending the next year. 

Another idea was to hold the sessions on the first and third year of each 
triennium. The Advisory Council would still meet every year and if necessary, 
conference calls with Supreme Council members would suffice in the second 
year. 

It was further suggested that every third year Supreme Council should meet in 
Flamilton to coincide with the installation of officers. The main concern was 
that it would lock out all other Ontario Valleys from hosting and it may 
overload Flamilton. 

The committee agrees with the traditional way of holding the Annual Sessions 
in central, east, central, west, central cycle and offers these other suggestions, 
not so much as a recommendation, but for the benefit of future study. 
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Cruise Ship Session: 

Another idea put forth was the feasibility of holding a session aboard a cruise 
ship. Ill Bros. Tom Lewis, Terry McLean and Miss Janey Smith met with a 
Cruise Ship Travel Consultant. They did not go into all the amenities offered 
by various lines or the different up-grades etc. The idea was to look at one of 
the current itineraries and try to ascertain if it would be of use to Supreme 
Council in the future. 

Cruise Sessions 

Meeting minutes submitted by III. Bro. Thomas Lewis, 33° 

Givens: 

Any cruise contemplated would be basically in Canadian waters. Cruise 
would be mid to last of September of any given year. 

Accommodations would have to be such that they would approximate our 
current requirements, (i.e. room for the conferral, private banquet rooms, room 
for SGC use, guest rooms and ladies hospitality room etc). 

The Cruise: 

It was suggested that the cruise be ten (10) days in duration to accommodate 
the session time, to provide for recreation and to provide the best “bang for 
your buck”. 

As an example, a cruise was selected to review, which left Quebec City 
stopping in Charlottetown, Sydney, Halifax, Saint John, Bar Harbour, Boston, 
New Port and albeit concluding in New York City. 

Note: it was basically agreed that ideally any cruise selected would 
begin and end in a Canadian City, {this was for discussion purposes only}. 

Travel to and from either the Supreme Council Session (a city) or the 
departure point would be the same (i.e. the cost to the attendees). 

Attendees would board the ship immediately on arrival, which would save 
having to obtain accommodation on the first night of arrival. 

The cost would be $1200.00 to $1500.00 each for the ten (10) day cruise. This 
would include accommodations, all meals, entertainment etc. Naturally any 
up-grades, beverage purchases would be at the cost of the attendees and the 
figures quoted are for standard accommodation and current prices. 
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Should we decide to ascertain whether the membership would be 
interested, the Travel Consultants would be prepared to send a 
representative to the Session in Moncton and arrange for a booth to 
promote this venue. 

Given the anticipated number attending, we would no doubt receive 
approximately 19 free rooms which we could use for our guests. 

Separate dinning rooms would be made available to Supreme Council as well 
as rooms for the get acquainted night, conferral of the degree, meeting rooms 
and the Foundation luncheon. 

Note: all meals would be selected to the attendee’s individual preference 
and not banquet type arrangements. 

In addition, given the number of anticipated attendees and the fact that we 
have an associated charity (The Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation) and 
based on room nights, the cruise line would make a direct donation to the 
Foundation in the range of $30,000.00 to $40,000.00, again depending on 
attendance and the respective cruise line. 

Appendix “E” continued: 

The financial benefit: 

$3,000.00 Cost for a couple [2 x $1500.00] 

- 1,000.00 Deduct cost for an Flonorary of 4 hotel nights. [4 x $250.00] 

- 600.00 Deduct cost of registration, which would not be required 

[2 x $300.00] 

- 100.00 Deduct cost of attending the Saturday night Valley function 

- 500.00 Deduct incidental cost of meals, breakfast etc. not included in 

registration. 

$800.00 Apparent Cost for six additional days of holidays including meals, 
accommodation and entertainment. 

Naturally, the apparent cost to the Active and Past Active members 
would be less in that their registration is currently $900.00 per couple 
with additional hotel cost depending on the number of nights required to 
stay, which is more like five or six nights. Therefore two additional 
nights would be 2 x $250.00 = $500.00 plus the additional registration of 
$300.00 for a couple = $800.00 
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Apparent Upside: 

The Supreme Council Session with its related costs would in fact constitute a 
complete holiday rather than a lot of costs for say four (4) days. 

Financially speaking, a session cost to Supreme Council would be nominal 
say $3,000.00 plus the usual per diem for Actives and Past Actives, for a total 
of say $20,000.00 to $30,000.00 {Note: our guests would be complimentary as 
they would use the free (19) rooms). 

It would indicate that Supreme Council is current, innovative and 
contemporary and willing to address the concerns of our members and 
companions and would no doubt set us above similar Masonic organizations. 

If this venue were adopted, I would suggest that a cruise would be used every 
three years. 

Apparent Downside: 

There are very few downsides to the cruise. However the duration of Supreme 
Council would be expanded from say three to four days for the HIG’s to ten 
days. 

There is an overall additional cost to the HIG and their companion but only a 
nominal overall cost to the Actives and Past Actives. 

In the year of the cruise, Supreme Council would eliminate the “Local Valley” 
involvement, which has proved beneficial to the respective Valleys. 

Recommendations of the Ad Hoc Committee 

Reduce the number of days of the Supreme Council Sessions to a three day 
schedule. 

Hold Supreme Council on the first and third year of each triennium. 

Form an Ad Hoc committee to research the feasibility, details and costs to 
hold an annual session aboard a cruise ship.

REPORT OF 

THE GRAND TREASURER-GENERAL 

To the Supreme Council 33 Q of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of 
Freemasonry of Canada 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

I am pleased to present the Annual Financial Statements and the Auditor’s 
report for the year ended May 31,2010, which will be published in the Annual 
Proceedings of this Session and draft copies of these financial statements, 
which were subsequently approved following a meeting with our auditors can 
be found in the “Preliminary Proceedings.” The Financial Statements 
constitute both a general and detailed report of all revenues and expenses 
during the year pursuant to Article 28 [c] of the Statutes and Regulations of 
Supreme Council. 

The audited financial statements for Supreme Council for the year ended May 
31, 2010, were reviewed and discussed in detail with our auditors Grant 
Thornton LLP, Chartered Accountants. For the year ended May 31,2010, your 
Supreme Council experienced an excess of revenue over expenses before 
unrealized loss on investments in the amount of $ 79,260 as compared to an 
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excess of expenses over revenue in the amount of $ 20,740 for fiscal 2009. 

The statements of operations and the related schedules of expenses, which 
can be found in the “Preliminary Proceedings” present the results of 
operations for the year ended May 31, 2010 together with the comparative 
figures for the year ended May 31,2009. 

The significant improvement in operations for the current year as opposed to 
the prior year can basically be attributed to the dues and fee increase and the 
fact that the Hamilton Session of Supreme Council in September 2009 
resulted in a net revenue of $ 2,926 whereas the year before there was an 
excess of expenses over revenue of $ 85,325. III. Bro. V. Lepp and his 
organizing committee are to be congratulated not only on the session, but 
financial results. 

Financial Instruments 

As indicated in the notes to the financial statements, effective June 1, 2008, 
the organization adopted the accounting and disclosure requirements of the 
CICA’s two new accounting standards, Section 3862, Financial Instruments 
Disclosures, and Section 3863, Financial Instruments - Presentation. 

Effective June 1, 2008, the organization also adopted the CICA’s new 
accounting standard, Section 1535, Capital Disclosures, which requires the 
disclosure of both quantitative and qualitative information that enables the 
users of financial statements to evaluate the entity’s objectives, policies and 
processes for managing capital. 

The new standard did not have a material effect on the financial statements. 

As a result of the foregoing policy, it was necessary to provide for an 
unrealized loss on investments in the amount of $ 10,801 which results in an 
overall excess of revenue over expenses of $ 68,459 [i.e. $ 79,260 - 
$10,801], 

Investments 

Our investment portfolios continue to be in the care of R. B. C. Dominion 
Securities and continue to perform relatively well despite the recent market 
volatility over the past year and the relative low interest rates received on fixed 
instruments. I would recommend that they continue to be engaged for the 

ensuing year. The net value of the assets of the Supreme Council as at May 
31,2010 consisting of cash on deposit and cash equivalents, investments at 
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fair value together with amounts receivable, inventory and prepaid items, less 
liabilities for accounts payable and fees paid in advance totalled $ 1,631,722 
as compared to $ 1,563,263 as at May 31,2009. 

Our investment income aggregated $ 49,476 for the year ended May 31,2010 
as compared to $ 43,218 in the prior year. The net gain on the disposal of 
investments during the year amounted to $ 26,264 as compared to net 
realized gains on the sale of investments in the prior year of $ 27,559. Your 
Trustees and Investment Advisors continue to work within the guidelines of 
the Supreme Council Investment Policy, whereby the portfolios are generally 
managed within a maximum of 65% / 35% split of fixed income to equity 
investments. The details of the investment portfolios can be found in the 
audited financial statements and in the report of the Trustees. 

Note: Due to the significant improvement in the overall operations of Supreme 
Council, your Grand Treasurer-General was able transfer $ 35,000 from the 
current funds in the bank to our general investments held by R.B.C. Dominion 
Securities. Also, it should be noted that during fiscal 2010, it was not 
necessary to transfer any investment income from our general investments to 
fund operations. 

As a result of the foregoing together with the fact that the investment climate is 
slowly improving, the total investments of Supreme Council are gradually 
returning to their all time high and hopefully will continue to improve over the 
next few years. 

In accordance with Art.28 [d] of the Statutes and Regulations, your Grand 
Treasurer-General has submitted a draft annual budget plan for the ensuing 
fiscal year i.e. June 1, 2010 to May 31, 2011, together with a five year 
projection. These proposed budgets have been submitted to the Chairman of 
Audit and Finance and his committee for review and will be addressed in 
detail in due course and submitted for approval. 

Actions During The Year 

In addition to the duties and responsibilities of the Grand Treasurer-General 
as outlined in the Statutes and Regulations of Supreme Council, your Grand 
Treasurer-General, Grand Secretary-General and Chief Operating Officer are 
in regular communication throughout the year with our representative at R. B. 
C. Dominion Securities to review the investment portfolio and its performance. 

Your Grand Treasurer-General, the Grand Secretary-General and the Chief 
Operating Officer have met on a regular basis to review various matters in 
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connection with the financial affairs of Supreme Council. As indicated above, 
we have also met with our Auditors, Grant Thornton, Chartered Accountants 
to review their report and the year- end audited financial statements. A special 
thanks to our auditors Grant Thornton, Chartered Accountants, LLP for their 
overall assistance and interest during the year. 

Session Bookkeeping and Accounting 

On a trial basis, last year all bookkeeping and accounting relating to the 
holding of the Hamilton Session of Supreme Council was done in the office of 
the Grand Secretary-General in Hamilton. This decision to do so proved most 
effective and provided the results on a more-timely basis. As a result, the 
Advisory Council at the recommendation of the Grand Treasurer-General 
have agreed to continue in this manner for future sessions. 

Special Candidates Fund 

Once again, I am pleased to report that as a result of your confirmation to 
establish a Candidates’ Capital Fund, this new fund, as outlined in the audited 
financial statements received the initial seed money of $15,000 together with 
the contributions from the candidates and investment income over the past 
few years. The investment portfolio for this fund at fair value now aggregates $ 
68,801 plus cash equivalents of $ 2,282 for a total of $ $ 71,083. 

This fund will increase with the contributions from this year’s class by 
approximately $ 5,850. From here on in, the joining fee as outlined in the 
Statutes and Regulations of Supreme Council of every new Honorary 
Inspector-General will include an amount of $150 or such amount as 
determined by Supreme Council from time to time. This amount will be 
invested in this Special Candidates’ Capital Fund. 

Again, It is suggested that when the fund becomes a meaningful amount, 
annually Supreme Council would withdraw say eighty-five [85%] percent of the 
income earned by the fund to assist with the financial operations of Supreme 
Council. The capital would remain in tact. Accordingly, each year the fund will 
increase by the fifteen [15%] of the investment income retained in the fund, as 
well as the contributions made by the fees paid by the new Honorary 
Inspector-Generals. 

This recommendation, now implemented will provide an annual renewable 
source of capital in the future. 
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2010 World Conference \ Contingency 1 

As indicated in note No.8 of the audited financial statements, our Supreme 
Council sponsored and hosted the 2010 Conference of Sovereign Grand 
Commanders of the various Supreme Councils throughout the world. This 
conference, which was held in Toronto in May 2010 is designed to be self- 
sustaining financially. However, it is projected that there will be a deficit 
ranging from $ Nil to $ 20,000 which our Supreme Council will fund. 

There is insufficient evidence to determine a reasonable estimate of the 
deficit; therefore no provision for the liability has been recorded in the financial 
statements for the year ended May 31, 2010. The deficit, if any will be 
recorded in the 2011 financial statements. 

Recommendations 


Membership 

In common with many fraternal organizations, declining membership and the 
associated loss of per-capita revenue as a result thereof, continue to plague 
our Supreme Council. 

The declining membership ultimately necessitates increased per-capita 
assessments to meet ever increasing costs, which in turn transfers the 
financial burden to the constituent bodies who are experiencing declining 
memberships and the related financial hardships. 

The result is that we are in a continual downward spiral. 

Accordingly, as your Grand Treasurer-General, I would once again suggest 
that our Supreme Council give serious consideration to embarking on a cross- 
Canada membership drive, carefully orchestrated to raise membership 
awareness and to establish new membership goals for each Valley. Naturally, 
such a program would require a dedicated team to design, implement and 
monitor the progress of the endeavour. This would no doubt necessitate the 
creation of new pamphlets and related membership material outlining Scottish 
Rite Masonry and the inherent value of membership in this time honoured 
fraternity. 

Conclusion 

In closing, I would once again wish to record a word of appreciation to all the 
Supreme Council staff for their loyal support throughout the year. And to all 
the Supreme Council brethren who have conscientiously applied fiduciary 
accountability in helping Supreme Council keep expenditures to budget. 
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Again, a special word of thanks to III. Bro. Matthew F. Todd, 33 Q , Sovereign 
Grand Commander, III. Bro. Richard Brown, 33 Q , Lieutenant Grand 
Commander, 33 Q , III. Bro. Terry McLean,33 e , Grand Secretary-General and 
Bro. James Seckington, Chief Operating Officer and the office staff at 
Supreme Council for all their assistance during the past year to the Grand 
Treasurer-General.

REPORT OF 

THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES 

To the Supreme Council 33 Q of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of 
Freemasonry of Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

The duties and responsibilities of the Board of Trustees of this Supreme 
Council can be found in Article 35 of the Statutes and Regulations of the 
Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of 
Freemasonry of Canada. 
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Accordingly, we submit the following report in connection therewith. 


Your Board of Trustees reports that as at May 31,2010, the net assets under 
its charge totalled $ 1,631,722 compared to $ 1,563,263 as at May 31,2009. 

The increase in the net assets in the amount of $ 68,459 is represented by an 
operating excess of revenue over expenses of $79,260 minus a year end 
adjustment for unrealized loss on investments in the amount of $ 10,801 for a 
net excess of revenue over expenses in the amount of $ 68,459. 

During the last fiscal year, securities matured or were sold with the result that 
Supreme Council realized a net capital gain of $ 26,264 as compared to 2009 
with $ 27,559 together with investment income of $ 49,476 as compared to 

2009 with $ 43,218. The total of investment income and net capital gains 
realized in the amount of $ 75,740 compared favourably to the 2010 budget 
figure of $ 70,777. 

The Supreme Council investment portfolios aggregated $ 1,569,880 at market 
value as at May 31, 2010. Note, additional investment cash is included in the 
cash and cash equivalents, which represents residual cash in the broker’s 
accounts of the General Investments and the Special Candidates’ Fund in the 
amounts of $ 60,179 and $ 2,282 respectively for a total of $ 62,461, thus 
bringing the total of the investment portfolios to $ 1,632,341 as at May 31, 

2010 as compared to $ 1,522,300 as at May 31, 2009. The cash on hand as 
at May 31, 2010 was the result of a security maturing right at the year end. 
These funds were subsequently re-employed after the year end.

Your Trustees and our investment advisor R.B.C. Dominion Securities 
continue to work within the guidelines of the Supreme Council Investment 
Policy, whereby we manage the portfolio generally within a maximum 65% / 
35 % split of fixed income to equity securities. Information provided by R.B.C. 
Dominion Securities indicates that for the past year the general investments 
earned a 3.84% annual return and 4.32% annualized return over five years, 
which takes into account the market decline in 2008. 

We would also advise that all securities were held in accordance with the 
requirements of ART.35 [b] of the Statutes and Regulations and the income 
there from is paid to the Supreme Council on request except for investment 
income earned on the Special Candidates’ Fund, which is internally restricted 
until such time as the fund balance and investment income there-from become 
more meaningful. 

We continue to be pleased with the services of R.B.C. Dominion Securities 
and the overall performance of the portfolios despite the market volatility 
experienced over the past year and the all-time low interest rates on debt 
securities. We would like to express our thanks to Mr. Richard te Boekhurst of 
R.B.C. Dominion Securities for his assistance and interest. Accordingly, we 
would recommend the continuing engagement of this firm to administer the 
Supreme Council Investment portfolio.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON RITUAL 


To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of 
Freemasonry of Canada: 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers, and Brethren: 

The committee has been busy reviewing several rituals, answering questions 
appertaining to proper procedure, and generally assisting the Brethren with 
additional information to help explain material within the rituals. 

The new edition of the 14° has been shown to have numerous errors. The 
ritual has been reread and the changes marked should be incorporated into 
the ceremony shortly. The “revised” 32° was shown to have numerous 
missing words, typographical and grammatical errors, and inexplicable 
deletions to material. The committee has spent several months reviewing the 
ceremony. It is hoped that the changes will be completed before Supreme 
Council meets in Moncton. The 4° and 5° rituals were ready for reprinting. 
They were reviewed and found to be satisfactory. 

One Valley requested a decision as to whether the “Constans Allegory” could 
be used at an open Master Masons Night. The committee felt this was not 
appropriate. There was concern expressed as to how the Valley of Toronto’s 
Easter Ceremonies were conducted. The committee felt that the Valley had 
been operating in the manner described for many years; therefore, since the 
committee could not see any broaching of the secrets of the degree, there 
was no reason to disallow the current practice. 

Two questions requesting more information on material within the degrees 
were received that may be of interest to the membership. In the 21° a 
member of the cast says "... I am Frei Schoppf...” The question was to 
explain what this meant. “Frei Schoppf” is a corruption of the German for 
Freisschoffen highly respected magistrate from medieval days. It is 
suggested that this typographical error be corrected when the next printing 
occurs. (Schoppf seems to be a corruption for either the German word for 
“tuft” or “sheep” although Schoppf is not in any German dictionary the chair 
consulted.) Members of another Valley inquired about why the Altar cloth in 
the 10o and 11 o degree has silver tears on it. The tears represent tears shed 
at the murder of Fliram Abif. 
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Appreciation: 

The chair wishes to thank all the members of the committee for their time and 
effort in reviewing the rituals, especially the 32° ritual. Their comments have 
been most helpful. On behalf of the Committee, I express my sincere thanks 
to all the members of the Office of the Grand Secretary-General, as well as, 
the Grand Secretary-General for their support and assistance.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 
ON THE GENERAL STATE OF THE RITE 

To the Supreme Council 33 Q of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of 
Freemasonry of Canada 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

Introduction 

In compliance with Article 40(d) of the Statutes and Regulations of Supreme 
Council, your committee is pleased to submit this annual report which contains 
matters pertaining to the State of the Rite throughout this jurisdiction. 
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The source materials contained in this report were gathered from the 
summons and newsletters received from the Grand Secretaries/Registrars 
from the Valleys in Canada and from the reports of the Deputies received at 
year-end. 

Our thanks are extended to the Lodge Secretaries/Registrars for their 
assistance and from reading the lodge notices and newsletters we received. 

Across Canada 

Inter-Provincial meetings were held within a number of Valleys in Canada this 
year. The members attending were able to exchange ideas, discuss mutual 
problems, set goals and institute plans for attaining these goals. In Ontario 
think tanks have been held and ideas exchanged among those who took part. 
They are to be congratulated on these new objectives for looking to the future 
of Scottish Rite Masonry in those Valleys participating in these meetings. In 
Ontario the Active members and Past Active members of Supreme Council 
meet as per the Statutes and Regulations in July of each year to discuss 
nominations for the Province of Ontario for Honorary Inspector General. 

Telephone conferences (two) were held in the past year with the Sovereign 
Grand Commander, Lieutenant Grand Commander, Deputies, Grand 
Secretary-General, and the Grand Treasurer participating. They have proved 
beneficial to all concerned as items of mutual interest and concerns were 
discussed. The Advisory Council also held two conference calls with its 
members. 

Some Valleys have interchanged visits not only in Canada but with our 
American brethren. The Valley of Saskatoon continued its annual visit to the 
Sioux City, Iowa Valley. 

We congratulate them and hope for the continuation of this effort in cementing 
Scottish Rite friendships. 

In Ontario the Grand Lodge of Canada in The Province of Ontario has granted 
once again permission for all craft lodges to use up to 20 percent of the 
changing portion of the notice to advertise other Masonic activities. We see an 
increase in these announcements in the notices from Ontario and congratulate 
the number of craft lodges who are publishing important dates in their notices 
of these meetings and functions from other members of the Masonic family. 

Valleys in Ontario should make use of this not only to inform their members 
but to sow a seed of interest in all the members of the craft. It is interesting to 
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learn what activities the concordant bodies are having, and to support them if 
possible. We are one Masonic family and we must support each other in our 
activities. We suggest that other provinces should be asked if this is 
permissible and if it is, then use this space to support the Masonic family and 
their activities. 

At the Annual Session in Moncton in September 2010 you will be asked to 
approve a revised handbook for the Deputies and new handbook “Active 
Members of Supreme Council”. 

We thank III. Bro. Orlan Weber, 33°, Past Sovereign Grand Commander for 
his untiring work on these manuals. They will give guidance to the Deputies in 
the discharge of their duties and instruction to Active members of Supreme 
Council in their responsibilities. While they are not part of the Statutes and 
Regulations of Supreme Council they are a valuable resource for the Deputies 
and Active members. 

The Shrine Temples in some provinces have offered space in their magazines 
for Scottish Rite to extend an invitation for their members to join and explain 
Scottish Rite Masonry. We urge all Valleys to ask for this permission from the 
local Shrine magazines. We cannot get too much information before Masons 
and the public about our fraternity. 

Our Sovereign Grand Commander promotes enthusiasm and renewed 
interest in the Scottish Rite. During his 3-year term of office we expect he will 
have visited each Valley in Canada. He really enjoys fellowship with the 
members and their wives in a social gathering. He has visited a number of 
Valleys in Ontario, Alberta, Nova Scotia and Manitoba. 

He encourages meetings with representatives of all the concordant bodies. 
These meetings have taken place and are ongoing in a number of provinces. 
They harmonize the events of all bodies, give a greater understanding of the 
issues faced by Masonry in general, and support a united format on the many 
issues, such as membership and information presented; re: the Masonic 
family to the general public, re: the work of these Masonic bodies. 

We commend the Valleys who have taken the opportunity to advertise their 
Scottish Rite on the web page. The promotion of special events, meeting 
dates, the names of the officers of the Valley etc., is a great advertisement on 
his award winning website. Remember, if the web master does not have the 
information he cannot place it on the web page. The information contained in 
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the articles and reports from Supreme Council is worth each and every 
person's perusal. Read them! Supreme Council would like your comments 
regarding this program of information and outreach. Remember to send new 
information for the Supreme Council web site to the Supreme Council office. 

Register your e-mail address with your Valley and on the Supreme Council 
website. We have read a number of the web pages from the Valleys across 
Canada and finding that some information is outdated on the Valley’s own 
web page makes one wonder if the Valleys themselves are not up-to-date with 
their information. Please keep your information current, as it will be beneficial 
to all who read them. If not we recommend that these web pages be 
discontinued. No information is better than outdated or misleading information. 

We note with pleasure that almost all the Valleys hold special events for the 
information of craft Masons and the general public to attract interested 
Masons to join our fraternity. This has proved successful in the promotion of 
Scottish Rite. Some have presented portions of a degree and/or Masonic 
plays approved by Supreme Council to those in attendance. A number of 
Valleys have craft lodge degree teams. 

There are a number of Masonic plays and a portion of degrees approved by 
Supreme Council that are available from Supreme Council for presentation at 
these Masonic information evenings. A dispensation will still be required. 

The Scottish Rite members throughout Nova Scotia held their annual golf 
tournament with the profits going to the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation 
and Halifax Learning Centre. Other Valleys also hold golf tournaments with 
the profits going to the Foundation. The Valleys of Moose Jaw and Regina 
raised funds for the Heart and Stroke Foundation in Saskatchewan. 

The Valley of Edmonton each year presents a scholarship of $3,000 to the 
Alberta College Conservatory of Music which is then presented to some of 
their students. Many Valleys donate money to different worthy organizations. 
These donations along with the donations to the Scottish Rite Charitable 
Foundation let people know that the Scottish Rite assists worthy causes in 
their communities. We wonder if the total given to charities or worthy causes is 
ever known by our members and the general public. 

The response to the increase in the number of social functions with the ladies 
taking part, after the business of the lodge has been completed is very 
favourable. Some Valleys have theatre nights, barbeques, picnics, etc. This 
adds to the Masonic fellowship for all concerned and benefits Scottish Rite. 
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We note from the notices that every Valley in Alberta held a night for their 
ladies. 

The Valley of Winnipeg’s monthly publication "The Rite News" contains the 
summons for meetings and news of the activities in the Valley and of the 
Charitable Foundation. This publication is available via email. Many of their 
brethren receive it by this method. They held a special evening for the 
installation of officers and presentation of special awards to their members. 
Members of the public were invited to attend. 

The Valley of Barrie has renewed their newsletter. They produced this without 
any cost to the Valley by selling advertisements. A number of other Valleys (to 
name a couple; Toronto, and Hamilton) are reviving news letters. Lethbridge 
and other Valleys are making a more “Newsletter-ish” feel to their summons 
and we commend them for this. 

Communication with members is very important. The “Communique” is sent to 
all Valleys electronically. This information is always current and enlightening. 
The Sovereign Grand Commander has added a report on his activities in 
regard to Scottish Rite across Canada. It is interesting, current and adds much 
to the information we receive regarding the happenings in the Scottish Rite 
and the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation and its activities. 

The “Clarion” the new joint publication of Supreme Council and the Scottish 
Rite Charitable Foundation was mailed to every member. We congratulate the 
committee responsible for this publication. The content was well presented 
and of interest to all members. This, their second publication, has added more 
information and now has an advertiser. While there are a number of small 
items to be worked out we congratulate those responsible for this publication 
and look forward to the next issue. Remember, they can only publish items 
they receive, so send items to the person responsible in each area. 

The “Communique” and the “Clarion” are now on the Scottish Rite website for 
your reading and information. 

The news of the Scottish Rite activities in all parts of Canada is there for 
members to enjoy. 

Some of the Valleys advertise the dates of the meetings of Scottish Rite 
Valleys close to them in their notices and thus give their members a chance to 
attend and enjoy Masonic fellowship with them. 
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The dress code for each meeting of a Valley should be inserted in all the 
summonses. A number of Valleys do. It makes it easy for visitors and 
members to know what the dress is at their meetings. We note that most of 
the Valleys in Western Canada do. We recommend the Valleys explain the 
significance of the Easter ceremonies in their notices. It again reminds the 
members of the importance of attending these important ceremonies. 

A number of Lodges of Perfection, Chapters of Rose Croix and Consistories 
hold open installations, to name a few: Woodstock, North Bay, and London. 
Joint installations for all three bodies were held in Calgary, as well as a joint 
installation of the Lodge of Perfection and Rose Croix in Kingston, Ontario. 
We learn from the summons of the Valley of Calgary that they did their 
installation of all three bodies in one evening with the ceremony approved by 
the committee "on Rituals and Ritualistic Matters.” The Valley of Saskatoon 
used a similar format this past January. Winnipeg had a joint and open 
installation for the three bodies, and for the third year Regina held a joint 
installation for their three bodies on Saturday morning followed by lunch. All 
Valleys are able to use the joint Installation approved for Calgary for their 
Installation. You must receive dispensation from your Deputy before this can 
be used. 

We recommend a system be established for knowing the number and why 
dispensations were issued. 

There are a number of open installations and combined installations in use 
and if you wish to have an open installation, contact the chairman of the Ritual 
committee through your Deputy for this ceremony. You must apply for a 
dispensation from the Deputy. 

We take note with pleasure the large increase of Master Mason nights being 
held. From the results noted in the reports from the Deputies, these nights 
have assisted in the increase of new candidates. 

The committee notes that Scottish Rite clubs are being used more and more 
in Valleys across Canada. Many like London, Muskoka, North Bay, Oshawa, 
Hamilton, Ottawa, and Peterborough etc., make donations to charities, supply 
wheelchairs, have special speakers, etc. and to provide an opportunity for 
Masonic fellowship for their members etc. They also form the base for the 
membership for the Easter Ceremonies when they are a distance away from 
the Chapter. 


The very important Easter ceremonies are noted in the Deputies reports and 
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are expanding to locations in outlying areas. These ceremonies on Thursday 
and Easter Sunday give the membership an opportunity to attend church 
services in the community where they live and still be with their families on 
Easter Sunday. 

A number of Valleys hold open ceremonies on Sunday morning for the 
families of the members and for the education of the communities. 

The congratulations of all members of Scottish Rite should be extended to the 
Valleys who sponsor DeMolay, Job’s Daughters International and Rainbow 
chapters. The chapters of DeMolay are our future. The degree work of these 
young members is outstanding. We encourage all members of Scottish Rite to 
attend one of their meetings, witness the work of these young people and 
show your appreciation and encouragement to them. We trust that this 
experience will make you want to be a part of DeMolay and encourage your 
Valley to be a sponsor of a chapter. In Ontario a representative of the Scottish 
Rite was invited to attend their annual session and bring greetings. The 
interest shown by the Valley of Moncton and their support and encouragement 
of these groups of young people should be an example to all Valleys. Maybe 
your Valley could sponsor one of these groups. Please consider and support 
one of these groups in your area. 

International Visits 

The promotion of visits to and from Valleys outside our jurisdiction is to be 
encouraged. Your committee recognizes that this is not always possible 
because of location of our Valleys, but where possible we encourage and 
support them. These visits are made often by members of the Valleys of 
Windsor, Thunder Bay in Ontario and in British Columbia to their neighbours 
across the border. 

Inter-Valley Visits 

The members of Windsor Valley traveled to Chatham to conduct the 
ceremony of the installation of officers and Chatham returned the favour by 
conducting the ceremony in Windsor. This has taken place annually for many 
years. 

Members of the Valley of Sydney went to Summerside Prince Edward Island 
Members of Halifax Valley to Summerside, Prince Edward Island 
Members of Brandon Valley visited Winnipeg Valley 
Members of the following Valleys portrayed degrees in Hamilton; 

Peterborough, Windsor, Toronto, etc 
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Events of Note 

Many Valleys are naming their reunions after long serving members and we 
congratulate these Valleys on this and the brethren receiving this honour. 
They show the appreciation of all the members of the Valley to these great 
Scottish Rite Masons for services rendered and their ongoing support of 
Scottish Rite. 

A number of Valleys are making presentations for the Scottish Rite Charitable 
Foundation at their meetings to the recipients of bursaries etc. They are 
promoting the Foundation and the great work it is engaged in. These Valleys 
are fortunate enough to have the recipient speak to the members of the work 
they are engaged in and in which field of study. It is also a great education for 
our members attending the meetings. We must remember to continue our 
support of all aspects of the Scottish Rite Foundation. The many programs 
that we have supported over the years must be continued and can only 
continue by your support. Remember you are the Scottish Rite Charitable 
Foundation and it is only the interest on your donation that they operate on. 

Cooperation between Valleys providing assistance to each other in all 
circumstances as required is important. A number of Valleys have portrayed 
degrees for other Valleys’ members who because of work, etc., have missed 
the degree and have thus allowed the member to continue his journey in 
Scottish Rite. 

We must always remember to promote Scottish Rite, support our craft lodges 
and to participate in our total Masonic fraternity. 

We trust that all members who have e-mail have sent their e-mail address to 
the Valley secretary so he may send out the summons electronically. It will 
certainly assist him in sending out the notices and as well will be a 
considerable savings to the Valley. 

Recommendations: 

1. We recommend a system be established for knowing the number and 
why dispensations were issued. 

2. There are a number of open installations and combined installations 
in use and if you wish to have an open installation, contact the chairman 
of the Ritual committee through your Deputy for this ceremony. You 
must apply for a dispensation from the Deputy.

Bros. Rozin D. Iwanicki, 33° and 
James T. Wood, 33°, upon completion of reinstatement of the other three 
Scottish Rite bodies and subject to the final approval of the Sovereign Grand 
Commander. CARRIED 

SGC reminded those that these motions are unusual and that the final 
approval would be made once these individuals were completely reinstated in 
their Valleys and had sent in a formal letter to Supreme Council or their 
Deputy asking to be reinstated as an Honorary Inspector-General. 

III. Bro. Brian W. Gilkinson, 33°: The report could not be prepared until after 
the Audit and Finance Committee met. The committee met on Tuesday 
morning and as a result, the report could not be included in the Preliminary 
Reports. I will now read the complete report. 

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON AUDIT AND FINANCE 

To the Supreme Council, 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of 
Freemasonry of Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

Article 40(a) of the Statutes and Regulations details the duties of the 
Committee on Audit and Finance and the Committee now reports to Supreme 
Council on the discharge of those duties. 

Constituent Body Financial Returns 

Every Valley is required to submit a copy of its financial statements to each of 
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its members annually. It is also required to submit an Annual Return to 
Supreme Council using the prescribed forms. The major activity of this 
committee is to examine and report on these returns with two objectives: 
firstly, to offer information that may assist the constituent bodies in their 
financial planning and secondly, to ensure that every member of those bodies 
is adequately informed regarding the financial condition of the Valley. This is 
old news but it bears repeating. If every member has adequate knowledge of 
the financial condition of his Valley he, no matter what his status within the 
Scottish Rite, has a responsibility to identify issues and work to improve and 
safeguard the financial health of the Valley. Adequate information includes not 
only the financial statements but also the returns to Supreme Council that are 
designed to bring into sharp relief those details of the financials that reveal 
clearly the figures that are most significant to an assessment of the Valley in 
this area. It also includes the interpretation of those records compiled by the 
committee reviewer and communicated back to the Valley by the Deputies. 

Communicating ALL of this information is the best way to ensure that all 
members have a thorough understanding of the financial affairs of the Valley 
and the ability to meaningfully participate in programs to achieve and 
safeguard financial health, if only by recognizing the need to pay their dues 
regularly. 

Your committee has worked diligently to streamline the return forms, reduce 
the amount of information to be included in them and to make them more user 
friendly in the hopes of increasing compliance in reporting to Supreme 
Council. A sub-committee met in the Fall of 2008 to produce a better slate of 
forms and it met again in 2009 to make further improvements. While we still 
encounter Valleys that do not comply in every respect with the wishes of 
Supreme Council, hope springs eternal that things will improve in the future as 
Valleys having difficulty do adjust to the forms now in use. I’ll say again, the 
committee only requires the financial information required to complete the 
forms. It does not want a full slate of financial statements. The folk completing 
a Valley’s financial statements are well qualified to plug limited information 
from them into the forms required by Supreme Council. Please instruct them 
to do so. Where some anomalies in the reported information occur Valley 
personnel can expect calls from the assigned reviewer in the hopes of 
resolving them. This is done with a view to assist the Valleys to fully 
understand the forms and how to complete them accurately and it may require 
some inquiry into some of the background financial documents. It is important 
that both the Valleys and Supreme Council have an accurate assessment of 
Valley financial conditions. Without it both are flying blind and cannot take 
effective action to address issues of real concern. 
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The committee continues to evaluate the usefulness of the forms presently in 
use and is happy to receive all comments on their utility to the Valleys. They 
are an improvement on past slates of forms and were designed to directly 
respond to concerns expressed by a number of Valleys. Your committee will 
continue to use the slate created for this Annual Return period but it is also 
cognizant of the need to encourage their proper use by the Valleys while 
considering all suggestions for improvement. 

Members of the committee have been fortunate in their ability to attend 
workshops for Valley officials conducted on Friday afternoons of the week of 
the Annual Session and have some opportunity to engage folk regarding 
financial matters. While that has been only one aspect of the workshops, it 
has afforded an opportunity to increase understanding between Valley officials 
and the committee. Those workshops have had a beneficial impact on the 
return process as both Valleys and the committee commit to perfecting a 
process that will work for everyone. The committee wishes to thank Supreme 
Council for the opportunity to participate in these workshops and forge closer 
connections with Valley personnel. 

This year marked the beginning of an earlier deadline for the delivery of 
financial returns to Supreme Council. This has allowed the returns to flow to 
the Valley reviewers at an earlier stage thereby allowing issues arising from 
the returns to be addressed and resolved well before the time of the Annual 
Session. There have been a few problems adhering to those new deadlines 
but hopefully those will be resolved as Valleys become more mindful of them. 

Overall your committee feels cautiously optimistic that things are going in the 
right direction and it wishes to congratulate those Valleys that have adapted to 
the new forms and timelines and offer assistance to those that are having 
difficulty of any sort. For those Valleys I request that your reviewer should not 
be left doing his best impression of the Maytag repairman. Call him up and put 
him to work for you. 

Areas in Need of Action 

A common observation from the reviewers this year was the need for some 
Valleys to address inadequate dues structures. If yours is a Valley that relies 
on dues to address operating expenses and those dues are not sufficient to 
cover these costs you could be a Valley quickly starving to death. If your 
Valley is continually using reserves that are being depleted over time to cover 
costs that cannot be defrayed because of an inadequate dues structure, 
commuted or otherwise, you could be a Valley that is slowly starving to death, 
the rate depending on the size of the reserves and the amount of the shortfall. 
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If your Valley hasn’t seen a candidate in a coon’s age and membership has 
fallen through the floor, literally or figuratively, you could be a Valley on 
palliative care. And if your Valley has a membership that is more concerned 
about calculating whether or not the resources of the Valley will last as long as 
they need them to and “to heck with future members no one is trying to attract 
anyway”, you could be a Valley that is dead already, you just don’t know it. A 
good indicator of the near death experience is the questions on the forms 
related to the five year projections. If a Valley believes its membership is going 
to decline and it expects expenses to exceed revenues for some or all of the 
period and yet it has no plans to increase revenue sources, it is in big trouble. 
The committee has had more than a few of these situations communicated in 
the annual returns. Each Valley needs to determine if that is its picture and, if 
so, make a choice. 

The choice is clear - lie down or stand up and if you are going to stand up you 
might as well make some progress by starting to walk in the right direction. 
Valleys need members to generate interest and gain more members. With 
members come finances and the talent to manage them better. And for 
Valleys at any stage of financial health, assistance and advice in matters 
financial is a phone call away to your Valley reviewer. That is a walk your 
fingers can take any time you wish. 

Earlier reports of this committee to Supreme Council have detailed concerns 
regarding integrity of commuted dues/life membership funds, secrecy of the 
Almoner’s funds and the risk of Valley civil liability or administrative 
nightmares when no one knows where the money went, either before or after 
the Almoner passed on and the irrational fear of raising dues a series of 
modest amounts when to do otherwise will only make the Valley pay a much 
higher price in the future. These comments may seem aimed at small Valleys 
with small memberships where the margin for survival has become rather 
small. However, some practices exist in Valleys of any size and if not 
addressed it may become a path to any Valley becoming much smaller. Some 
small Valleys may need intensive care, some of the bigger ones may think 
they need no care at all when in fact financial health, of any Valley, needs 
constant care. 

Constituent Bodies By-Law Amendments 

The Chairman of your committee has reviewed all requests for by-law 
amendments. These have been forwarded to the Sovereign Grand 
Commander for his consideration. 
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Reports of the Grand Secretary-General, Grand Treasurer-General, the 
Board of Trustees and Auditors 

The committee has examined the Annual Reports of the Grand Secretary- 
General, the Grand Treasurer-General, the Board of Trustees and the 
Auditors as printed in the Preliminary Reports. These reports were found to be 
informative and complete. Accordingly, the committee recommends their 
adoption. 

Financial Statements 

The audited financial statements for the year ended May 31, 2010 were 
received and discussed in detail. These audited financial statements can be 
found printed in the Preliminary Reports. For the year ended May 31, 2010 
your Supreme Council experienced an excess of revenue over expenses 
before unrealized loss on investments in the amount of $79,260 as compared 
with an excess of expenses over revenue in the amount of $20,740 for fiscal 
2009. Investment income aggregated $49,476 for the year ended May 31, 
2010 as compared with $43,218 as at May 31,2009. The last fiscal period has 
been a very good year. 

We congratulate the Grand Treasurer-General, the Grand Secretary-General, 
the Sovereign Grand Commander and the committee chairmen for the 
efficient manner in which they have managed the financial resources of our 
Supreme Council. Accordingly, the committee recommends that the audited 
financial statements for the year ended May 31, 2010 be adopted as 
submitted. 

We wish to thank our auditors, Grant Thornton, Chartered Accountants, for 
their invaluable assistance throughout this fiscal year. 

Budget 2010-2011 

The committee on Audit and Finance has reviewed in detail the budget 
prepared by the Grand Treasurer-General for Supreme Council for the fiscal 
year 2010-2011. The budget was thoroughly reviewed. We believe it to be 
realistic and provides for items necessary to meet the financial obligations, 
responsibilities and commitments of Supreme Council for the current fiscal 
period. Accordingly, your committee recommends the adoption of the budget 
as presented by our Grand Treasurer-General. 

Conclusion 

In conclusion as Chairman of the Committee on Audit and Finance I want to 
express my gratitude to the Grand Treasurer-General, III. Bro. Thomas E. 
Lewis, 33°, the Grand Secretary-General, III. Bro. Terry McLean, 33° and the 
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Executive Secretary, Bro. James Seckington for their capable assistance and 
significant contribution to the work of this committee. They, along with the 
Supreme Council office staff have done wonders in keeping the committee 
informed of developments as the return process unfolded. Supreme Council 
tracking sheets and compliance bleats have been great treats as the 
committee worked on this year’s returns. 

I also want to express my appreciation to the Deputies for their dedication and 
commitment, over a number of fiscal periods, to the task of assisting the 
committee in communicating with the Valleys on financial matters. Their 
efforts in addressing issues and offering assistance to the Valleys and the 
committee are invaluable. Theirs is the single most important influence at the 
Valley level in carrying a common message regarding standardized and 
complete reporting on financial matters and in encouraging a positive 
response to that message. 

I also want to thank most sincerely the dedicated members of the committee 
who examine the Annual Returns and make comments designed to enhance 
the financial health of their assigned Valleys. Over the last number of fiscal 
periods some members have traveled far and met to improve the reporting 
process. The committee has been blessed with a brother who started out in 
service to the committee as a consultant and then joined it as a reviewer. We 
have also gained members with significant expertise in these matters 
including one who was instrumental in drafting the revised forms now in use 
and doing the grunt work necessary to get them produced. All have been 
invaluable in sharing thoughts about how we can make things easier both for 
Supreme Council and the Valleys. I mention with special gratitude the 
dedication of III. Bro. Gerry Chaulk 33° to the work of this committee under 
very difficult circumstances. The committee wishes him and his wife its best 
wishes for a good resolution to present issues.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 
ON FRATERNAL RELATIONS 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of 
Freemasonry of Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

Article 40(c) of the Statutes of this Supreme Council imposes the duty upon 
the Standing Committee on Fraternal Relations to keep informed with respect 
to fraternal Relations with other Supreme Councils and Masonic bodies 
throughout the world, to advise the Sovereign Grand Commander with respect 
to the conduct thereof, and to report thereon to this Supreme Council at each 
Annual Session. 

In discharge of this duty, the Committee is pleased to report as follows:- 

XVIII World Conference of Supreme Councils: 

The crowning achievement of this Supreme Council during the past year was 
the hosting at Toronto Saturday May 22-26, 2010 of the XVIII World 
Conference of Supreme Councils. 

The first international meeting of Supreme Councils was styled the Congress 
of Lausanne held in 1875, just a year after the inauguration of the Supreme 
Council for the Dominion of Canada. This Supreme Council did not participate 
nor did it send delegates to the 1887 meeting in Brussels, although Sovereign 
Grand Commander, John V. Ellis, 33°, did contribute a paper on the 
desirability of unity. 
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This Supreme Council was represented at the first “numbered” international 
conference held in Brussels in 1907, and has sent delegates to succeeding 
Conferences with the exception of the Lausanne Conference of 1921. 

The idea that the Supreme Council of Canada might host a World Conference 
was not, however, considered until the suggestion was made by Sovereign 
Grand Commander John V. Lawer, 33°, during the early years of the last 
decade of the 20th Century. Eventually it was decided to extend an invitation 
to our sister Supreme Councils to meet in Canada in 2010. A formal invitation 
was extended at the XVIII Conference held in Rio de Janeiro in the year 2000, 
and acceptance of the invitation was confirmed at the XVIII Conference in 
Sydney in 2005. 

The Supreme Council Advisory Council selected Toronto as the host city and 
established a Local Implementation Committee under the most capable 
chairmanship of III. Bro. Terry A. McLean, 33° Grand Secretary-General. 

Intensive planning soon began on the myriad details requiring attention in the 
planning for such an international meeting. 

The Committee selected the Sheraton Centre Toronto Hotel as the venue, and 
the facilities it provided, and the helpfulness of its staff proved it to be an 
excellent choice. 

Invitations were extended to invitees to be represented as Delegates or 
Observers based upon whether or not the Supreme Council of Canada had 
extended recognition to the Body in question. A number of Supreme Councils 
queried the decision to invite the Grand Masters of the four Nordic Grand 
Lodges (Denmark, Iceland, Norway and Sweden), and questioned also why 
the Supreme Council of Cyprus established under the auspices of the 
Supreme Council of Greece, and the Supreme Council of Armenia were 
invited as Observers and not as Delegates. 

While written responses were given to these several inquiries, as matters 
transpired none of the questioned Bodies accepted our invitation to be present 
with the exception of the Supreme Council of Cyprus established by the 
Supreme Council for England and Wales, whose representative attended as 
an Observer. 

In the result 31 Supreme Councils from 30 countries, from all six inhabited 
continents, were in attendance, with their spouses and companions totalling 
102 persons, a very creditable response to our invitation. 
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A corollary matter requiring careful attention was the order of seating and 
placing of flags at the Plenary Sessions since protocol required the seating to 
be in the correct order based upon the date of the foundation of each 
Supreme Council. 

Prior to the formal opening of the Conference the three traditional Committees 
met, - Accreditation, Place and Date of the next Conference and Proposals 
and Resolutions. 

Since the Advisory Council of our Supreme Council had earlier this year 
discussed the usefulness of retaining the practice of exchanging Grand 
Representatives, a fourth Committee chaired by III. Bro. Richard A. H. Brown, 

33°, Lieutenant Grand Commander was established, to ascertain the thoughts 
of other Supreme Councils. 

For the first time, to our knowledge, the ladies were invited to attend the 
Official Opening ceremonies of the Conference, when III. Bro. Jack Ball, 33° 
Past Sovereign Grand Commander of Australia and President of the XVII 
World Conference, delivered his address of welcome, III. Bro. C. Robert 
Townshend, 33°, Immediate Past Sovereign Grand Commander, gave the 
Invocation and III. Bro. Matthew F. Todd, 33°, Sovereign Grand Commander 
was elected President and III. Bro. Terry A. McLean, 33° was elected 
Secretary of the Conference. 

Simultaneous translation of the proceedings of the Plenary Sessions was 
provided in the three official languages of the Conference, - English, French 
and Spanish. 

The Accreditation Committee reported favourably on the credentials of all 
present. The Conference adopted the recommendation of the Place and Date 
Committee that the XIX Conference be held in Lisbon, Portugal in 2015. 

No support whatsoever was given to the suggestion that the system of 
exchanging Grand Representatives be terminated. 

The Conference theme was “Whence and Whither, the Scottish Rite in your 
Jurisdiction”. Most delegations submitted papers addressing the subject, - 
from historical, philosophical and practical points of view. Three delegations 
were chosen to present their papers in extenso viva voce in one of the Plenary 
Sessions. 
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A number of proposals were submitted to the Plenary Sessions for 
consideration. 

A proposal submitted by the Northern Masonic Jurisdiction that the 
Conference reaffirms that a regular Supreme Council properly formed in 
accordance with the Grand Constitutions of 1786 is a Sovereign Body with an 
unfettered right to manage its own affairs within its own jurisdiction, was 
adopted. 

A second proposal, also adopted, was submitted by the Supreme Council for 
Germany, that as a Sovereign Body each Regular Supreme Council formed in 
accordance with the Grand Constitutions of 1786 is free to decide which 
Supreme Councils it considers to be regular and which of these Supreme 
Councils which it wishes to recognize and with which it wishes to exchange 
Grand Representatives. This second state is a state of Amity. 

The third proposal, which also adopted, was submitted by the Supreme 
Council for Brazil to the effect that a regular Supreme Council formed in 
accordance with the Grand Constitutions of 1786 may withdraw from a state of 
Amity with, or de-recognize, any other Supreme Council at its own discretion 
should it feel it has sufficient reasons for so doing. 

Two proposals submitted by the Supreme Council for England and Wales 
were, after lively discussions, withdrawn. The first proposal was that when 
regular Supreme Councils are invited to attend Conferences as Sovereign 
Grand Bodies they should be considered as full members with full rights of 
participation in all proceedings. 

The second of these proposals was “that as a number of long established 
Supreme Councils throughout the world recognize the Scandinavian Orders of 
Freemasonry as part of the Scottish Rite family, as defined by their laws and 
constitutions, it is open to each Supreme Council to define or alter its laws or 
constitutions if it so wishes”. 

The Supreme Council was delighted and most grateful that Most Worshipful 
Brother Raymond S.J. Daniels, 33° Grand Master, Grand Lodge of the Ancient 
Free and Accepted Masons of Canada in the Province of Ontario, brought 
greetings and graced the Conference by his presence throughout. 

It was the view of the Local Implementations Committee that the greatest 
benefit to attendees would come from the social aspects of the Conference, 
the opportunity to meet and really get to know similar thinking people from 
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many countries, to socialize with them, discuss matters of common interest 
and, also, have the opportunity of visiting some of the points of interest of the 
City of Toronto and the Golden Horseshoe. 

To this end the informal Conference opened with a Meet and Greet Reception 
in the Club Lounge on the 43 rd floor of the Sheraton Centre Toronto Hotel with 
its panoramic view of the City and a delicious meal with representative dishes 
from every province in Canada. 

On Sunday evening another very special dinner was held at the Canoe 
Restaurant on the 54 th floor of The Toronto-Dominion Centre with an 
impressive view overlooking the harbour and Lake Ontario beyond. 

Monday morning our guests were given a bus tour of downtown Toronto, and 
in the evening were treated to a formal Gala Reception and Dinner in the 
Sheraton Centre Toronto’s Civic Ballroom Foyer and Ballroom with the 
opportunity of posing for photographs flanked by two RCMP Officers in scarlet 
dress uniform. 

On Tuesday morning our guests boarded buses to travel to Niagara Falls for 
the opportunity of a ride on the Maid of the Mist and with lunch at Elements 
Restaurant overlooking the Falls. An afternoon visit to a winery in Niagara on 
the Lake was followed by a tour of the Scottish Rite Cathedral and dinner in 
Hamilton. 

Wednesday morning was the time for farewells. 

The Supreme Council of Canada hopes our guests enjoyed themselves as 
much as we enjoyed being their hosts. From many comments received we 
believe they did. 

Your Committee wishes to acknowledge the superb manner in which our 
Sovereign Grand Commander, III. Bro. Matthew F. Todd, 33° hosted and 
chaired the Conference. As host he was most gracious, and as President he 
presided with dignity, urbanity and sensitivity. The Supreme Council of 
Canada could not have had a better ambassador. 

Conference of Grand Masters and Grand Secretaries of Masons in North 
America: 

The Annual Conference was held this year on February 21-23 at the Crystal 
Gateway Marriott in Arlington, Virginia. 
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Fifty-eight out of a possible 64 Grand Masters were in attendance including 
four Canadian Grand Masters. 

The Supreme Council of Canada was represented by III. Bro. Terry A. 
McLean, 33°, Grand Secretary-General and his wife Bonnie and Bro. Jim 
Seckington, Chief Operating Officer, accompanied by his wife, Pam. 

The Conference theme was “Inspired by Our History, Embracing Our Future”. 

A very complete and thorough Report on the Conference was submitted by III. 
Bro. McLean with input from Jim Seckington, COO (Executive Secretary). 

The Meet and Greet was a Reception with George and Martha Washington 
attending as guests of honour. Those present were treated to an excellent 
history presentation and how Freemasonry influenced George Washington’s 
life. 

Those in attendance at the Conference were treated to a number of 
interesting, challenging and sometimes contradictory points of view. Thus J.P. 
Van Hollen, PGM of Wisconsin, in response to the question he posed, “What 
can the fraternity do for the Outside not the inside?” answer “We need to 
transport our Masonic virtues into the community, and be more active in 
charities”. 

On the other hand, William J. McNaughton, 33°, Sovereign Grand 
Commander of the Supreme Council Northern Masonic Jurisdiction showing a 
chart illustrating the decline in total membership and as a percentage of total 
population of the Craft in the United States since 1930, opined that the Craft 
should be concentrating on existing members, not on charities. 

Another speaker, R. Lynn, PGM of Florida, suggested as an answer to not 
having undesirables in our fraternity mandatory police background checks 
should be required in all candidates’ investigations. 

III.-.Bro.-. McLean concluded his report with a recommendation on who in 
future should represent this Supreme Council at these Conferences. 

Argentina: 

Your Committee is in receipt of the new tableau of officers who assumed 
office on April 9, 2010 in the Supreme Council for Argentina. 
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Our best wishes are extended to Sovereign Grand Commander, Eduardo E. 
Paradis, 33° and his officers for a most successful tenure of their respective 
offices. 

Bosnia & Herzegovina: 

A very detailed report was received last January from the Supreme Council for 
Bosnia and Herzegovina advising that as of October 27, 2009 the new 
Sovereign Grand Commander is M. III. Bro. Zdenko Mehajlovic, 33° and the 
new Grand Secretary General is III. Bro. Faruk Sijaric, 33°. 

The report refers to the inauguration of the Supreme Council on September 
23, 2006 and expresses appreciation to the many Supreme Councils, 
including Canada, which have extended recognition. 

Further, the report advises the number of current members, the Bodies 
presently in existence and the degrees worked, as well as the officers of the 
Supreme Council and the current postal and email addresses. 

England & Wales: 

Matthew F. Todd, 33° has advised he 
has accepted an invitation to visit the Supreme Council for England and Wales 
in October. We wish him a safe journey and a most pleasant visit.

REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE 
ON LIBRARY AND ARCHIVES 

To the Supreme Council 33 Q of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of 
Freemasonry of Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

The work of your Committee has continued during the past year with some 
progress and some disappointments. 

Mid-year we took a bold, but hopefully forward, step in our ongoing saga. We 
decided that the time had come to re-evaluate our cataloguing system. We 
concluded that we should re-catalogue our entire library to the almost 
universal-at least in North America-Boyden system. This would conform to 
the system used in the Grand Lodge of Canada (Ontario) and most other 
Grand Lodges in Canada and the United States. 

To implement this program we enlisted the assistance of the Grand Lodge 
(Canada) Library committee. They agreed to help us. The Grand Lodge 
committee engaged certain students, on our behalf, and at no expense to us, 
to catalogue our books to the Boyden system. All went well for a period of time 
and things were progressing. However, the supply of students suddenly came 
to an end at about the first of April and no further work has been done. It is 
anticipated that work will resume this fall. 

We wish to thank the Grand Lodge Library Committee, in particular, R.W. Bro. 
Charles Reid and R.W. Bro. Lanny Salmon for their assistance during the past 
year. 

Your Committee has recently taken a change in direction. In May, I 
regrettably, but not unexpectedly, received the resignation of III. Bro. Don 
Lambie. Don has served this Committee for over 20 years, about half of this 
time as chairman. He has served most faithfully and his dedication and 
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devotion has been remarkable. Since taking over as chairman, over 10 years 
ago, I owe a tremendous debt of gratitude to Don for his assistance and 
guidance. 

I too have decided, after 15 years on the Committee, to step down. It has 
been a rewarding experience, though at times frustrating and not without 
some set-backs.

Amos 9:1-10; Psalm 37:1-18; Matthew 23:13-26 

Our first reading today is from the book of the prophet Amos who lived in the 
eighth Century B.C.E. and was the first prophet to the Hebrews to be written 
down. Amos was not a prophet nor was he the son of a prophet who made a 
living at prophecy. He was a herdsman and a dresser of sycamore trees (a 
type of fig tree). In other words Amos was an ordinary man whom God chose 
to deliver His message to the people of Israel. It appeared in those days that 
the people of Israel became more interested in Temple ceremony than 
actually worshipping God and because of this fact had lost sight of what they 
were supposed to do. As God’s people they were supposed to look after 
those who were unable to look after themselves. They were supposed to 
show justice and mercy to all and to look after strangers who came into their 
land. Now Amos was from the Kingdom of Judah and when he showed up in 
the Kingdom of Israel with God’s message, he was not well received. Judah 
and Israel were separate kingdoms at this point in history. Amos is famous for 
five visions he had about Israel. The first was a plaque of locusts eating all 
vegetation and the second a plaque of a shower of fire burning up all the land. 
At both of these visions Amos pleaded with God not to send them as Israel 
was so small and God relented. The third vision was of a plumb line (some 
may remember this one), a plumb line beside a perpendicular wall which had 
been built by it, and God says to Amos that this perpendicular line is the 
standard and Israel does not meet the standard and all sinners will be killed. 
The four vision is a basket of summer fruit which implied that the harvest was 
over and God would not pass Israel by and all the sinners would be killed. 
Similarly in the reading today (5th vision) God says that all shall be killed (read 
Amos 9:1). The people had forgotten that the worship of God imposed on 
them an obligation, to not only make sure the ceremonies were done correctly 
but also to follow the teachings of their God. Being God’s people brings both 
privilege and responsibility. The responsibility of showing justice and mercy to 
all; to look after those who could not look after themselves; and to welcome 
strangers. 

Almost 3000 years later we have to ask ourselves if we have learned God’s 
lessons. Is there justice and mercy for those who cannot pay for the best 
lawyers? Do we provide the poor with good housing and good food? Do we 
provide for those who are unable to look after themselves? I will try not to be 
cynical BUT what seems to happen so often is that a Religious Group or a 
Grand Lodge will address some of these situations and then the government 
seeing that it is good work, will take it over and then in a recession will cut the

program and we are back to square one. Or do we become more interested 
in good worship services or perfect ritual at Lodge meetings, than doing God’s 
works here on earth? Offering the best worship we are able is important. 
Being God’s faithful people also brings responsibility with that privilege. We 
as Scottish Rite Masons have made a good start with our Learning Centers, 
teaching dyslexic children in Canada and in the Northern Jurisdiction and the 
Southern Jurisdiction treating many learning disabilities. Privilege brings 
responsibility. 

Now those of you who have been to the last few Vesper Services since I 
became Grand Prior will remember that I usually look for some good news in 
the Scripture Passages read today. It was not easy, for Amos says you can 
hide from God in the depths of Hell, or on the top of Mount Carmel, but God 
will find you and kill all the sinners. Yet there is a phrase that seems to have 
escaped the notice of the scholars who comment on scripture. This phrase is 
found in verse seven today. “Are you not like the Ethiopians to me, O people 
of Israel? says the Lord.” (Amos 9:7aN.R.S.V.) Hold on here, is God saying to 
the people of Israel that they are the same as those tall, handsome, black 
people from Northern Africa? At this time in History gods were seen as locals. 
Not unlike the county sheriffs we see in movies who slam on their brakes at 
the county border as the bad guys escape. Gods were viewed as having 
influence only on a particular nation. And here we find the God of Israel 
referring to the Ethiopians. Could this mean that God’s authority extended 
everywhere? Could this mean that God has no favourites? Maybe Amos was 
the first Universalist? People of faith in God are God’s chosen people who 
have privileges and also responsibility. 

In this day and age of immigration controversy, when we in Canada hear of a 
ship full of refugees arriving on our west coast and hear them described as 
Shi Lankins or Tamales and not people, when suspected Terrorists, citizens of 
Canada, are described as ‘mid-eastern’ and not people, are arrested in 
Ottawa and London, when we hear of religious absolutism (I was struggling for 
an example when a Pastor in Gainsborough, Florida hit the news threatening 
to burn Korans) which means to me that if I am not a full member of your 
group I am seen as less of a person, then Amos has some sobering words for 
us. Amos says to us “You are not different than any other of God’s people”. 
The good news is that God loves us. God says I love your enemies also and 
if you don’t love your enemies, you are no friend of mine. As people of faith in 
God we are privileged to live in God’s Kingdom. As people of Faith we have 
responsibilities. We are to show justice and mercy to all. We are to welcome 
strangers. We are to look after people who are unable to look after 
themselves and we are to love our enemies as God loves both them and us.

USA. 

SGC: Ronald A. Seale, Grand Commander of the Southern Jurisdiction of the 
United States of America also known as Ronny, right, it’s so good to have you 
here with us and Hoyt Samples, the big guy! You are in good company here 
or he is in good company, I don’t know which way it works. It is so good to 
have you here, Hoyt. Welcome to Moncton, welcome to Canada. 

GMC: Will you conduct Commander Seale to the podium and Hoyt Samples 
can follow me back to the side. I am a little beside you aren’t I? 

Ronald A. Seale - SGC, Southern Jurisdiction United States of America: 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Most Worshipful the Grand Master, it is my 
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pleasure along with III. Bro. Samples to represent the Southern Jurisdiction at 
your meeting. Profound things took place in here yesterday. You know it’s 
interesting that you can hear the ritual over and over again then you hear 
something for the first time and you think, “how come I never heard that 
before”. During our 33rd Degree, our candidate appeared, really representing 
our class, and in a greater sense representing all of us and there’s a dialog 
that takes place with your Lieutenant Grand Commander as in so many 
Masonic degrees when a candidate is received and questions are asked and 
answers given, who is this, what’s he doing here, why is he here? In all the 
degrees it takes different forms.

Lieutenant Commander, Northern Masonic Jurisdiction of the United States of 
America and III. Harold I. Aldrich, 33 Q Grand Minister of State, Sovereign 
Grand Inspector General for New York of the Northern Masonic Jurisdiction of 
the United States of America. 

SGC: Good morning, III. Bro. John William McNaughton, also known as Bill 
and we call each other things sometimes, in good friendship, so nice to have 
you here. You’re always welcome as you know. Bro. Jim Deyo, Grand 
Lieutenant - Jim, you’re no stranger coming to our Supreme Council. It’s a 
treat for us to have you here in Eastern Canada this time and we will always 
welcomed you among us here. Thank you for being here and bringing your 
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good friends. Harold Aldrich, also known as Dutch, always a pleasure and 
you are no stranger among us in Canada, you have been with us a number of 
times and you live almost on the border you know and he goes to Hamilton 
every now and again with his people and his degree team and it’s just so nice 
to have you here. Bill, would you say a few words to the gathering. We’ll get 
the III. Grand Master of Ceremonies to escort you to the podium and perhaps 
you can follow your commander back. 

III. Bro. John William McNaughton - SGC of the Northern Masonic 
Jurisdiction, USA: Good morning Brethren, SGC, the Grand Master, III. 
Brethren and all. I bring fraternal greetings from the Northern Masonic 
Jurisdiction, the youngest Jurisdiction in the United States and the reason I 
say that is I made kind of a blunder last month in Philadelphia in our annual 
meeting when I introduced Ronny Seale as the oldest SGC in the world. And I 
did that in front of 2,000 people. As you well know the Southern Jurisdiction is 
the oldest Jurisdiction in the world but that gives you some idea of how much 
we enjoy each other’s company and the singleness of purpose that we have 
enjoyed over the years. We do bring you greetings from the Northern 
Jurisdiction. We have maintained a very strong relationship with the Canadian 
Supreme Council over the years and when I say a very strong relationship this 
year, in Philadelphia we had a total of 26 Supreme Councils visiting from 
throughout the world and I was most proud to welcome your SGC Mathew 
Todd to give remarks on behalf of the visiting Supreme Councils of the world. 
It is truly always an honour to have him with us and give some remarks in 
terms of the status of world Scottish Rite, if you will. The comments that I had 
this morning are very similar to what Commander Seale expressed earlier I 
guess we’ve been spending too much time together or reading each other’s 
mail, I’m not sure which but to the members of the class and as well the rest of 
us here I think an Annual Meeting it is always appropriate to ask the question 
“are we a collector of titles” or are we “freemasons”? I think each of us 
eternally have to answer that question because many of us revolve through 
many of the dependent bodies and throughout our lodges and we collect titles 
and possessions and I guess the more important questions is “do we really 
understand what it is to be a freemason, or are we still in the trap of trying to 
impress the secular world with the establishment of another charity for their 
benefit? I suggest to you very strongly that where freemasonry if anything has 
taken a path of error, if you will, is that we have forgotten the obligations that 
we took here at the alter of freemasonry that truly has separated us from the 
rest of the world and if there is a quick cure for that, remember those 
obligations, not just today, not tomorrow but the rest of the time that you live 
on this earth as a freemason, our obligations are to each other, not 
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necessarily the secular world. I certainly don’t advocate giving up anything to 
the secular world that we have already started on but I think the greater 
obligation is to each other. SGC, again I express my deep appreciation for 
your many hospitalities and good greetings that you have shared with us, not 
only in Philadelphia but here. We wish you all the best in the coming year and 
give you our thanks for your hospitality today. Thank you. 

Ron Seale: Grand Commander I would at least like a chance at rebuttal. I 
told Commander McNaughton that when he made his remark in Philadelphia 
that all’s well and good because at our next meeting I would have a chance to 
settle the score with him. 

GMC: SGC may I present Most III. Knight Companion John V. Lawer, 33 Q 
Past Grand Sovereign of the Masonic and Military Order of the Knights of the 
Red Cross of Constantine. 

SGC: John of course is a Past SGC of the Supreme Council of Canada and 
he is here representing the Conclave. Thank you, John for being here. 

Most III. Knight Companion John V. Lawer: Sovereign Grand Commander, 
Most Worshipful The Grand Master, it’s my pleasure to bring the greetings of 
the Grand Imperial Conclave of (I have to remember this, it’s hard for me, it’s 
a long title but I’ll see if I can get through it) The Knights of the Red Cross of 
Constantine, Knights of the Holy Sepulchre and of St. John the Evangelist - 
it’s hard to remember all that. In any event, I bring you the greetings of our 
Grand Commander the Reverend Dr. David D. Hardy. It’s unfortunate that he 
cannot be here today himself. People who hold various high ranking offices in 
different bodies, there are bound to be conflicts and so he sends his regrets. 
He is particularly sorry not to be here today because this year is a particular 
year for the Constantine Masonry in Canada because it is the diamond 
anniversary of the restoration of the Order as a separate Order in Canada. 
Some of you who are unfamiliar with the order I just mention the fact that it is 
an invitational, Christian order and I know that there are Masons who question 
whether an Order can be truly Masonic if it is also a specifically a Trinitarian 
Christian Order but I would just mention the fact that the principle character, if 
you will, of the Order is Constantine the Great Roman Emperor who, in the 
year 313, in Milan, promulgated the edict of toleration and what that did was it 
didn’t establish Christianity as the religion of the empire, but what it did do was 
prevent persecution of any religious sect in the empire. So toleration is 
certainly a Masonic virtue, so I think that is an explanation. But I bring you his 
greetings and I want to thank you of course for your own courtesies, you are

certainly not a stranger to our Supreme Council but in this attire it is a 
pleasure to have you here always a pleasure to see you and would you like to 
bring some greetings from your Provincial Grand Lodge. 

Rt. Wor. Knight Chesley: Illustrious Sovereign Grand Commander, Most 
Worshipful Grand Master and Brethren 

May I express my thanks to you for affording me the privilege of representing 
the Provincial Grand Lodge of the Royal Order of Scotland in New Brunswick 
and for the many courtesies extended to me. 

I bring fraternal greetings from the members of our Provincial Grand Lodge 
which is observing its sesquicentennial this year having been granted a patent 
on January 4th, 1860. Yes, with 1860 separated from 2010 by 150 years, we 
are indeed very old. In fact, we hold the distinction of being the second oldest 
Provincial Grand Lodge in the world, second only to Glasgow and West of 
Scotland which was patented in 1859. 

Illustrious Sovereign Grand Commander and members of the Executive, it is 
the wish of the Knights of our honourable Order that the 2010 sessions prove 
productive and inspirational as you confront the challenges facing all 
branches of Freemasonry. 

GMC: SGC, may I present Most Excellent Companion Scott J. Bastarache, 
First Grand Principal of the Royal Arch Masons of New Brunswick 

SGC: Good morning, welcome and he didn’t pronounce your last name right, 
he’s not from New Brunswick. You say it for us. Welcome to our Supreme 
Council. You are from Saint John. It is a pleasure to have you here to our 
Annual Supreme Council and bring greetings from the Grand Chapter of New 
Brunswick. We will ask you if you would do that and our III. Grand Master of 
Ceremonies will escort you to the podium. 

Most Excellent Companion Scott J. Bastarache: Supreme Grand 

Commander, distinguished guests, I bring fraternal greetings from all Royal 
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Arch Masons of New Brunswick. It is indeed a pleasure to be here, I am also 
a 32 Q Scottish Rite Mason, so this is a special treat for me to see this. I wish 
you an enjoyable and successful Session, thank you for allowing me to speak. 

SGC: Thank you for being here. When is your Grand Chapter, or has it 
been? 

Scott J. Batarache: The second weekend of June, next year. 

GMC: SGC, may I present to you Most Eminent Knight, Thomas G. Janes, 
Supreme Grand Master, Sovereign Great Priory of Canada of the Knights 
Temple. 

SGC: Good morning Most Eminent Knight Thomas Janes. Welcome to 
Supreme Council. I had the pleasure a few weeks ago of seeing you installed 
in this high office. At that time I wished you well and would do it again, it’s 
nice to have you down in the East. You have to get out of Ontario every now 
and again. It’s a pleasure to have you here Tom and our III. Grand Master of 
Ceremonies will escort you to the podium. 

Most Eminent Knight Thomas G. Janes: III. Companion, Bro. Mathew Todd 
33 Q , Sovereign Grand Commander of the Supreme Council of the 33° of the 
Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite Freemasonry of Canada, Most Worshipful 
Grand Master, Graham, distinguished Brethren in the East, and my Brethern 
in all. First may I bring the greetings of the Sovereign Great Priory of Canada, 
Knights Templar on your 136 th Annual Session and a thank you for all of the 
courtesies to my wife Iva May and to myself. A little story perhaps just before 
I start - There was an Anglican priest who was a very kindly gentleman and 
his name was Michael and he walking down the street one early evening and 
he happened to see a young boy up on the porch across the street. The poor 
little fellow was trying to ring the doorbell and he was a little on the short side. 
So Michael walked along a little further, looked across and he was still working 
away, trying to get to that bell. Fie thought, well, I’m supposed to help people 
so I’ll just walk across the street to see how he’s doing. When he got there 
looked up and sure enough this little guy is still working away trying to get to 
that bell. And of course he still had his clerical collar on, so he quietly goes up 
the steps presses for the door bell for the little fellow and says “Now do we 
wait for somebody to come?” The little guy looked up at him mischievously 
and said “no, we run!” 

Sometimes, the choices that we make have good consequences and 
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sometimes they don’t. I’m sure every brother here remembers the evening 
when he made a choice to voluntarily enter a Lodge as a candidate. I’m also 
sure that almost everyone never thought that they would achieve their current 
honour and a leadership position. All of us here today are leaders and no 
matter what we have done in the past to get here our job is far from done. 
You may have started out in Masonry as a volunteer rising to your current 
station you are no longer a volunteer. You have obligated yourself to a job to 
assist in every way within your personal attainment to promote this, the 
greatest fraternity in the world. Over the past 25 years the number of Masons 
in Canada has fallen by over 50%. If we as leaders don’t promote the 
fraternity by encouraging men of all ages to join us where will be in another 25 
years?

SGC: III. Bro. William Millett, Jr. I say that because William Millett, Sr. is a 
member of my Craft Lodge in Halifax. We’ve known each other quite a few 
years and have met on many different occasions. Yesterday was a different 
occasion, wasn’t it? We were so pleased to have you representing your peers 
in the class of 2010, only fitting that it should be a boy from Moncton. Bill, I’ll 
ask you, you’re very involved in DeMolay and I’d like you to bring a word to 
the Assembly this morning. So if our III. Grand Master of Ceremonies is still 
on side with me, I’ll ask him to escort you to the podium. 

III. Bro. William Millett: Sovereign Grand commander, Lieutenant Grand 
Commander, Most Worshipful the Grand Master, Distinguished Eastern 
Brother and all. It is my distinct pleasure to bring you greetings today on 
behalf on all the members and advisors of DeMolay from across Canada and 
more specifically the Jurisdiction for which I am an Executive Officer, which is 
the Atlantic Provinces, were you are today. DeMolay for some people who 
probably have heard about it before is a boy’s organization; it’s for young men. 
It was started back in 1919 and I can say without hesitation that a couple of 
dots were connected for me very recently.

ALLOCUTION OF SOVEREIGN GRAND COMMANDER 

Peers and Brethren: 
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In accordance with the provisions of Article 22(s) of the Statutes of the 
Supreme Council, I as Sovereign Grand Commander am presenting my first 
Allocution, which reports on the official acts and other actions which have 
taken place since the last Session of our Supreme Council. 

May I offer to you, a very warm and fraternal welcome to the 136 th Annual 
Session of our Supreme Council, held this year in the beautiful city of 
Moncton, New Brunswick. The last, and only other time the Annual Session 
was held in Moncton, was in 1978. 

Needless to say, a lot of things have changed in this city since 1978. It is now 
a sprawling city with a greater population of over 100,000 and the city itself 
with about 60,000 people. I had better qualify that a couple of important things 
have not changed in Moncton, one being the famous Tidal Bore of the 
Petticodiac River and the other, of course, the amazing Magnetic Hill. 

The area now known as Moncton was once an early Acadian settlement 
known as “Le Coude.” After the expulsion of the Acadians, the settlement lay 
empty until a group of eight immigrant families arrived from Pennsylvania in 
June 1766 with a land grant issued by the Philadelphia Land Company. 

A township grew on the sight named after the British soldier Lt. Col. Robert 
Monckton, who led the capture of nearby Fort Beausejour, in 1755. 

The new settlement quickly flourished as a centre for ship-building and was 
incorporated as a town in 1855. However, the birth of the age of steam and 
iron ships brought a quick end to local prosperity and Moncton surrendered its 
charter in 1862. 

A new era of prosperity came to the settlement with the location of the 
headquarters for the Intercolonial Railway in 1871, the forerunner of the 
Canadian National Railways. In 1875, Moncton was again incorporated with 
the motto “Resurgo” (I rise again). 

Moncton became a city on April 23, 1890. Its coat of arms illustrates the 
agricultural, industrial and railway heritages; along with the world famous Tidal 
Bore, which continues to be a popular tourist attraction. 

You will hear considerable French language while you are here in Moncton. 

About one-third of the population is francophone and two-thirds Anglophone.

There are more than 30 other ethnic traditions enriching the cultural character. 

The world famous Tidal Bore is a scenic phenomenon caused by the surging 
Bay of Fundy tides, which are the highest tides in the world. The Bore occurs 
twice daily in a wave which moves upstream in the Petticodiac River and 
ranges from 3cm to 60cm. The water level rises some 7.5 meters (25 feet) to 
fill the river to its banks. For the people not from an ocean coast, the tides can 
be higher or lower depending on the season and phase of the moon. It’s true! 

Moncton is a vibrant and fast growing city and it’s no wonder they use the 
term “our tide is rising” when they refer to development. 

Moncton holds a special place in my life as I lived here from 1955 until 1959. I 
was married in Central United Church, not far from the Delta Hotel, and our 
daughter, Shelley was born here. 

We are pleased to have with us at our Session and enjoy Maritime hospitality!

Freemasonry.

Bill was born in Kamloops, BC, April 16th, 1926. He died on March 3, 2010.

The resulting changes are not significant, however, will clarify the 
responsibility, especially, for Deputies. The fee applicable to Valleys will also 
be eliminated.

There are a number of Supreme Councils we are not in amity with, and 
may never be, because their philosophies are not in accordance with our 
Constitution and Regulations. There are some we do not recognize because 
there is more than one Supreme Council in a country and until internal 
differences are worked out, we will remain on a friendly and social 
relationship. We are happy to be recognized as a resource for some of the 
newer and small Supreme Councils in all parts of the world. In this regard, we 
were very pleased to see some of those Councils present at the Conference in 
Toronto. 

As Sovereign Grand Commander, I do not make decisions on applications for 
recognition, without referring the same to the Fraternal Relations Committee. 
Our Statutes clearly state, “the Committee is to keep informed with respect to 
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fraternal relations with other Supreme Councils and Masonic bodies 
throughout the world, and to advise the Sovereign Grand Commander with 
respect to that conduct”. 

I have had the good fortune to have represented Supreme Council at both 
Jurisdictions in the United States, the European Conference of Supreme 
Councils in Athens, and the Conference of the America’s in Guatemala. There 
is no doubt in my mind, fraternal relations are made more secure in these 
gatherings and sometimes new relations occur as a result. Those visits were 
instrumental in the success of our World Conference in Toronto this year. 

We are very fortunate to have III. Bro. John V Lawer, 33°, PSGC, heading the 
Committee. III. Bro. John has up-to-date knowledge of the world Supreme 
Councils, and I personally thank him for his valued assistance to me over the 
past year. 

Conclusion 


This 136 th Annual Session in Moncton marks my first Session as Sovereign 
Grand Commander. To say the first year has gone by quickly is so true. In 
fact, the first decade of this exciting 21 st century is history. In the period of one 
year I have visited many of our Valleys and have found the reception and 
hospitality to be outstanding. This was not a surprise to me. The character and 
fabric of every community in this great country is different, but the people who 
make up the population in those communities are the same, and the respect 
and dignity Scottish Rite Masons have in their community, is truly outstanding. 
There was not one Valley I visited where all of the Masons in the community 
would be proud to walk around town with a T-Shirt or carrying a sign saying, “I 
AM PROUD TO BE A MASON.” Some do during annual parades and 
community events. 

I found it very gratifying to attend Annual Assemblies of other Concordant 
Bodies, and Grand Lodge Annual Communications and be recognized as a 
significant branch of Freemasonry. My theme of “Working Together” certainly 
applied in those situations and the friendship and fraternal love that exists is 
tremendous. 

I must give credit to our Deputies throughout Canada, as they are the front 
line people in our Valleys and the resource for weaker Valleys who are 
struggling with the 21 st century woes of low attendance and fewer candidates. 
In those Valleys where I visited, it was very obvious the Deputy was held in 
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high regard and he had first hand knowledge of the workings of the Valley. 
Having served for six years as Deputy, I know you are faced with complex 
problems, from time to time, and sometimes it is discouraging to not seem to 
make headway. Every one of you has that characteristic necessary for the job 
and I thank all of you for the exceptional service to Scottish Rite. 

It has been worthwhile to hold teleconferences in January and June, if nothing 
more than to keep the Deputies informed about the workings of Supreme 
Council. I will be changing the format for the annual Deputy meeting in 
Moncton, and have asked the Deputies to study, in advance, the present 
formula for entitlement. They will review as a group their findings and will 
report to myself, the Lieutenant Grand Commander and the Grand Secretary- 
General later in that meeting. The matter of entitlement should be reviewed for 
the purpose of remaining current with our needs and objectives for the 21 st 
Century. 

The Advisory Council consisting of the Sovereign Grand Commander, Past 
Sovereign Grand Commanders, Lieutenant Grand Commander, Grand 
Chancellor, Grand Secretary-General and Grand Treasurer-General consider 
matters of interest to this Supreme Council and with advice to the Sovereign 
Grand Commander. This Council has proven to be invaluable and while it 
does not have the authority of an Executive Committee, we do make some 
routine decisions which otherwise would take time at our annual sessions. 
For example, recommendations on Ad Hoc Committees can be brought 
forward to annual sessions for discussion and/or approval. 

The Advisory Council was originally set up to meet twice a year, with the 
provision to meet on other occasions as directed by the Sovereign Grand 
Commander. We have been meeting in Hamilton twice a year and with two 
other meetings by way of teleconference. The latter meetings provide myself, 
the Grand Secretary-General, the Grand Treasurer-General, and Chief 
Operating Officer to bring the others on the Council, up-to-date with the 
current affairs of Supreme Council. 

I really approve of our meeting system and it has proven over the years to 
streamline the business portion of our Annual Sessions. The day to day 
routine business of Supreme Council is entrusted to our Chief Operating 
Officer, however, there are items which go beyond the realm of his authority 
and the Council can discuss and give direction at the regular meetings. 

My personal thanks and appreciation for the guidance and support of the Past 
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Sovereign Grand Commander’s who have gone before me and to other 
members of the Advisory Council for their interest and encouragement. As 
mentioned, the Chief Operating Officer, Bro. Jim Seckington has taken over 
his responsibilities with great enthusiasm and has made sure the day-to-day 
operation is smooth and efficient. His responsibility requires a close liaison 
with the Grand Secretary-General, the Grand Treasurer-General and the 
officers of the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation. Many thanks, Jim, for your 
contribution and your keenness and spirit. 

I would also like to thank and show my appreciation to Miss Janey Smith and 
Ms. Sue Thompson of the Supreme Council office in Hamilton. They are 
always ready and willing to answer my requests and it is always a pleasure to 
see them when I am in Hamilton. 

Of course no Sovereign Grand Commander should be without a Grand 
Secretary-General. III. Bro. Terry McLean, 33° in his first year of office did a 
tremendous job considering the pressures of being Chairman of the World 
Conference Planning Committee and being mentor to our new Chief 
Operating Officer. Thanks Terry for a job well done. I know you and I both 
have called upon the resources and talent of your Special Assistant, III. Bro. 
Donald N. Campbell, 33° and it is hard to express in words our gratitude to 
this dedicated Mason. He will be going Past Active this year and we will 
honour him on that occasion. 

I must mention and express thanks to III. Bro. Lloyd Oakes, 33°, who you have 
heard play the organ at our Supreme Council Sessions for the past 28 years. 
III. Bro. Lloyd with his huge smile and pleasing personality was coroneted an 
Honorary Inspector-General, 32 years ago here in Moncton, when Supreme 
Council was last held here. Lloyd expected to play the organ today for the last 
time to end his career as organist at this location. Unfortunately, due to 
health, Lloyd could not attend Moncton. Many, many thanks, III. Bro. Lloyd for 
your contribution over the last 32 years. We hope to see you on many more 
occasions. 

My daughter, Shelley Graham has accompanied me at two international 
meetings and she has enjoyed meeting many new friends in the Scottish Rite 
family. Shelley hopes to be here for part of this session. She is a regular 
volunteer at our Learning Centre in Halifax. 

I encourage all to promote my theme of “Working Together” as you travel 
within and without of your respective Valley’s. Talk about the Scottish Rite to 
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your Craft Lodge brothers and encourage them to attend “Master Mason” 
nights and family affairs. Remember, it is just as important to re-activate 
present members as it is to gain new ones. You can do this by making 
meetings more enjoyable and productive. Getting inactive members active 
again can have great benefits. Social time involving families and friends can 
be equally beneficial. I am a believer in protocol with meetings and degree 
work. This is how we train good men to become better men. 

Finally, my sincere thanks and appreciation to III. Bro. Barry Ellsworth, 33°, 
Chairman of the Host Committee in Moncton. It is a tremendous undertaking 
for smaller Valleys to host our Annual Sessions, and making everything and 
everybody fit is not an easy task. Sure, we have a template which we have 
been using for many years however making it work in smaller venues creates 
a challenge. When I see the members of a host committee excited about 
making our session a success, I know everyone will leave saying, thanks for 
inviting us to Moncton!

I thought of how the feeling of kinship and sense of belonging that immediately 
swept over me and made me feel at ease. How without spending months 
getting to know someone, I knew I was in a safe and friendly place. Masonry, 
the oldest and most widely spread Order, toils in behalf of friendship; uniting 
men upon the only basis upon which they can ever meet with dignity. Each 
Masonic Lodge or appendant body is an oasis of equality and goodwill 
working to build a social order of kindness and justice, and human service. 
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Visitations are one of the most important of all Masonic privileges, because it 
is based on the principle of the Masonic institution as one universal family. 

These are feelings that most Masons understand. I call it the Spirit of 
Masonry. The greatest asset in Freemasonry is the spirit of friendship that 
exists between Freemasons in their relationship with one another and their 
attitude of thoughtfulness for the welfare of others. 

Alphonse Cerza, Grand Historian of the Grand Lodge of Illinois wrote: 

“When a Mason meets another Mason for the first time, he knows that the 
other person believes in God, that he therefore believes that all men are 
brothers, and that as a result he must be kind to other persons and help them 
in every possible way. Such knowledge is bound to bring the two persons 
closer together for they instinctively realize that they have many beliefs in 
common. You know without any express statement that a spiritual tie exists 
between Masons because you can expect honourable conduct from the new 
contact.” 

Amongst masons, there is a feeling of trust and faith that is so valuable in all 
human relationships. 

So to the visitors I say: 

I hope you have been able to experience the Spirit of Masonry and Friendship 
within our Canadian fraternity of Supreme Council. We certainly have with you 
and we thank you for joining us in Moncton to demonstrate true friendship. 

And to the members of this Supreme Council I repeat the words found in 
Flebrews 14: 1,2: 

“Let brotherly love continue. Be not forgetful to entertain strangers, for thereby 
some have entertained angels unawares.” 

I ask all member of our Supreme Council to stand with me in the spirit of 
Masonry and friendship in a toast to our Visitors - our true friends.

CELEBRATION OF ACHIEVEMENT BY HEATHER ARMSTRONG 
GRADUATE OF THE HALIFAX LEARNING CENTRE 

Introduction was by Ms. Thelma Gregan, Director Halifax Learning Centre. 

Hello, my name is Heather Armstrong. A few months ago I was in the mall 
with my best friend Loren and he ran into a girl he knew and her friends. As 
we stopped to talk to the girl one of her guy friends said he had something 
funny to tell us. I can tell you all now, what he said wasn’t funny to me, it hurt 
me. 
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He told us a story about how he was making fun of a dyslexic girl over MSN. 
He thought it was so funny how he jumbled up his words and she read them 
perfectly. I stood there in shock and disgust because this was the first time I 
have ever heard something like this in my life. 

As we walked away, I turned to Loren who didn’t know how hurt I was and 
said, “I’m, a dyslexic.” He smiled at me and told me I was funny, I was too 
smart; I could never be a dyslexic. I wasn’t surprised by his statement; I hear it 
a lot when I tell people I am a dyslexic. It’s either that or “What’s a dyslexic?” 
But Loren comment got me thinking about how far I had come and also about 
all the hardships I have faced in my short life. 

I have never felt normal in my own body, not since I was very little. I have 
always felt different from the other kids, they could read and write and I 
couldn’t. It made me feel stupid, different and alone. I didn’t really have that 
much self esteem when I was little not until I found the Centre. There I 
learned I wasn’t stupid, there were others like me. There was a reason I 
almost failed so many grades and wasn’t like the other kids. 

As the three years at the Centre flew by I had met wonderful people who have 
changed my life. My first tutor, Sandie, helped raise my confidence in myself 
and I will always be thankful to her. My second tutor, Thelma, helped me 
through the end of the learning process and helped me learn more about what 
I was capable of. 

I was one of the first children of the Scottish Rite Freemasons Dyslexia 
Learning Centre in Nova Scotia, and I’m happy to tell you all the hard work 
they did over those three years helped me more than any of you will ever 
know. I gained confidence and knowledge; I have been on the honour roll 
three years in a row, once with an above 95% average and once with 88% 
average and that was when I had mono and was so tired it hurt to move. 

I have many people I imagine sitting in the seats of the auditorium instead of 
my classmates as I went up to collect these awards; a girl in my class in grade 
6 who made fun of me for not knowing how to spell my mother’s name, well 
Trinity here it goes! B-A-R-B-A-R-AI, the teachers who knew I was struggling 
and would still push me up the next grade, the guy from the mall because I 
really wish I would have said something witty that would have made you look 
like a fool these are just a few people I want to show my accomplishments to. 
I want to show them that I may be dyslexic but I’m just as smart as all of you. 
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We all have to face those types of people in our lives, I personally like meeting 
them. They teach me to be a better person, they make me strive to be the 
person I know I can be, they teach me just because I am a dyslexic doesn’t 
mean I can’t fight academically with the normal kids. I tell people who don’t 
know what I went through and still go through to imagine dyslexia like this 
huge wall, there is a lot of people on the “normal side” and a few on the other 
side trying to get to the other side. For every hater that comes into a 
dyslexic’s life they can either become a weight on their backs dragging them 
further away from their goal or another rung in the ladder they’re using to 
climb over the huge wall. Sadly you can’t cure dyslexia so the best any 
dyslexic can do is to sit on top of that huge wall and smile down on the normal 
people. They can see the whole world from the top of that wall, they can see 
endless possibilities. The normal people can most times easily climb the wall 
so that they can never truly know what the dyslexics have been through. 

I’m going to take two advanced math courses in my grade 11 year and then 
year after that pre cal and cal something. If you had asked me when I was 8 I 
would have laughed at, me, in an advanced class? Don’t be silly, I could 
never do that! I talked about all the negative people who have entered my life 
but the worst person I’ve had to face is myself, I’ve had to look deep down 
inside and see that I can do whatever I want to do in life. I can be a 
psychologist and get through the 10 years of university it takes to become 
one. 

I would not be where I am without all of you and I’m forever thankful that you 
chose to make the Centre. I’ve come so far and I have all of it to thanks to 
you. Thank you for investing in us kids that go to the Centre, it really does 
mean so much to all of us. It lets us know that we aren’t the only people that 
are different from the majority. Bruce Jenner once said “The biggest problem 
with dyslexic kids is not the perceptual problem; it is their perception of 
themselves.” I totally agree with Bruce, the Centre and the people who run it 
make the perception of the child themselves change. That’s something that is 
priceless. Thank you for your time and inviting me to speak here tonight, this 
really does mean the world to me and more. Good Night!

It is a 
reminder to us all that we cannot afford to be stagnant or complacent, but to 
get on with helping those in need and to make a difference in this world. 
Certainly the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation has given us one avenue to 
make a difference, whether it is in conquering Alzheimer’s through research 
grants and awards or helping a child through our Learning Centres. 

Our growth in establishing Learning Centres and our ongoing commitment to 
supporting research in “solving the puzzles of the mind" is starting to tax our 
resources to the point that our Board of Directors will need to carefully analyze 
our financial capability going forward and make the right decisions regarding 
the directions we want to pursue. Our September 2010 and future Board 
meetings will need to constantly revisit this and give Valleys feedback in 
regards to our financial capabilities. 

Over the last two years we have again been reminded how quickly one’s 
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investment portfolio can deteriorate but also recover. At the time of this 
writing, the financial markets seem to have rebounded and our investment 
portfolio is getting back in line with the time prior to the economic downturn. 
Let me assure you that your Board continues to be cautious with our 
investment strategy and follows a policy of being conservative and balanced 
but one that also generates annual cash to support our endeavours. 

In 2010 we set out to reorganize our structure for Learning Centres. This 
mammoth job has fallen on the shoulders of our Executive Director Learning 
Centres, III. Bro. Harold E. Crosby. Though there is still work to be done, we 
are well on our way to accomplishing our goal. Further details are available in 
this Annual Report. But I would be remiss if I didn’t draw your attention and 
thanks to III. Bro. Crosby for using his incredible talents, dedication and time to 
ensure that our Learning Centres are organized and operated on a 
sustainable basis. 

The demands on our Treasurer, III. Bro. George F. Benton, for his time and 
expertise, have increased dramatically as a result of what I have stated in the 
previous paragraph. The Foundation could not operate without the talents of a 
financial professional and we thank III. Bro. Benton for his contributions to the 
Foundation. 

All the Board of Directors, Committee Chairmen and members, all with various 
skills and talents worked diligently through the year to ensure ongoing 
success and governance. I thank this dedicated group, without them my job 
would be impossible. Supreme Council Office staff under the direction of its 
C.O.O. James Seckington and his staff have provided the Foundation with the 
necessary Administrative duties throughout the year and we are appreciative 
of their efforts and diligence. 

The Foundation, in conjunction with Supreme Council, is proud of being able 
to publish our second issue of the “Clarion." Our Editor in Chief, III. Bro. Terry 
A. McLean is already working on the third issue. We want more participation 
from contributors and Valleys across Canada and encourage you to submit 
items and articles of interest to the Supreme Council Office in Hamilton. This 
is your communication vehicle for all members across Canada. We are also 
looking for advertisers in the Clarion and any interested party should contact 
III. Bro. McLean or the Supreme Council Office for details. 

I want to congratulate the individual Valleys who have received awards for 
their financial support. The excellent work the Foundation is not possible 
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without the financial support of individuals and Scottish Rite Valleys. The 
winners are referenced elsewhere in this report. 

One year ago, your Board of Directors decided that with establishing a three- 
year rotation schedule for Directors we needed to recognize their contributions 
in a different way than we did in the past, which was to make them "Directors 
Emeritus." Instead we would present them with a Certificate of Appreciation. 
This certificate is not intended to ever repay the outgoing Director with all the 
countless hours of volunteer service but to formally thank him for his unselfish 
dedication in time and talent to the “good work” that this Foundation supports. 
This year, Certificates of Appreciation will be presented to III. Bro. Donald R. 
Thornton and III. Bro. Robert A. Barnett. Over the years, these Brethren have 
made a difference that I alluded to in my opening paragraph. Knowing them 
both, I know they will continue to make contributions to Scottish Rite Masonry 
and its Charitable Foundation. The work of a true Mason is never finished. On 
behalf of the Foundation and the entire Scottish Rite Fraternity, I thank them.

Learning Centre graduate who spoke at the Sovereign Grand Commanders

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REPORT OF 

THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES 

To the Supreme Council 33 s of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of 
Freemasonry of Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

The duties and responsibilities of the Board of Trustees of this Supreme 
Council can be found in Article 35 of the Statutes and Regulations of the 
Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of 
Freemasonry of Canada. 

Accordingly, we submit the following report in connection therewith. 

Your Board of Trustees reports that as at May 31,2010, the net assets under 
its charge totalled $ 1,631,722 compared to $ 1,563,263 as at May 31, 2009. 
The increase in the net assets in the amount of $ 68,459 is represented by an 
operating excess of revenue over expenses of $79,260 minus a year end 
adjustment for unrealized loss on investments in the amount of $ 10,801 for a 
net excess of revenue over expenses in the amount of $ 68,459. 

During the last fiscal year, securities matured or were sold with the result that 
Supreme Council realized a net capital gain of $ 26,264 as compared to 2009 
with $ 27,559 together with investment income of $ 49,476 as compared to 

2009 with $ 43,218. The total of investment income and net capital gains 
realized in the amount of $ 75,740 compared favourably to the 2010 budget 
figure of $ 70,777. 

The Supreme Council investment portfolios aggregated $ 1,569,880 at market 
value as at May 31, 2010. Note, additional investment cash is included in the 
cash and cash equivalents, which represents residual cash in the broker’s 
accounts of the General investments and the Special Candidates’ Fund in the 
amounts of $ 60,179 and $ 2,282 respectively for a total of $ 62,461, thus 
bringing the total of the investment portfolios to $ 1,632,341 as at May 31, 

2010 as compared to $ 1,522,300 as at May 31, 2009. The cash on hand as 
at May 31, 2010 was the result of a security maturing right at the year end. 
These funds were subsequently re-employed after the year end.

Your Trustees and our investment advisor R.B.C. Dominion Securities 
continue to work within the guidelines of the Supreme Council Investment 
Policy, whereby we manage the portfolio generally within a maximum 65% / 
35 % split of fixed income to equity securities. Information provided by R.B.C. 
Dominion Securities indicates that for the past year the general investments 
earned a 3.84% annual return and 4.32% annualized return over five years, 
which takes into account the market decline in 2008. 

We would also advise that all securities were held in accordance with the 
requirements of ART.35 [b] of the Statutes and Regulations and the income 
there from is paid to the Supreme Council on request except for investment 
income earned on the Special Candidates’ Fund, which is internally restricted 
until such time as the fund balance and investment income there-from become 
more meaningful. 
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We continue to be pleased with the services of R.B.C. Dominion Securities 
and the overall performance of the portfolios despite the market volatility 
experienced over the past year and the all-time low interest rates on debt 
securities. We would like to express our thanks to Mr. Richard te Boekhurst of 
R.B.C. Dominion Securities for his assistance and interest. Accordingly, we 
would recommend the continuing engagement of this firm to administer the 
Supreme Council Investment portfolio.

1. Purpose of the organization 

The Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada (“Supreme 
Council”) is a not-for-profit organization which serves as the central administrative body for Scottish Rite 
Freemasonry across Canada. 


2. Summary of significant accounting policies 

Cash and cash equivalents 

Cash and cash equivalents include cash on hand and balances with banks and brokerage firms. 

Capital assets 

Equipment purchases which are significant are recorded at cost and amortization is provided on a straight-line 
basis over the assets' estimated useful lives. 

Revenue recognition 

The organization follows the restricted method of accounting for contributions. Restricted and unrestricted 
contributions are recognized as revenue in the year received or receivable. 

Dues income is recognized on the accrual basis of accounting. 

Fundraising revenue from events is recognized in the year of the event. 

Investments 

Investments are stated at fair value. Fair value is an estimate of the amount of consideration that would be 
agreed upon in an arm’s length transactions between knowledgeable, willing parties who are under no 
compulsion to act. Market values are determined using listed market values. 

Financial instruments 

Financial instruments classified as held-for-trading are measured at fair value with changes in fair value 
recognized in the statement of operations. Financial assets classified as held-to-maturity or as loans and 
receivables and financial liabilities not classified as held-for-trading are measured at amortized cost. 
Available-for-sale financial assets are measured at fair value.

8. Contingency 

The Council sponsored the 2010 Wold Conference of Sovereign Grand Commanders of the various Supreme 
Councils throughout the world. The conference, which was held in Toronto in May, 2010, is designed to be 
self-sustaining financially. However, it is projected there will be a deficit ranging from $ Nil to $ 20,000 which 
the Supreme Council will fund. There is insufficient evidence to determine a reasonable estimate of the 
deficit; therefore no liability has been recorded in the financial statements. 


9. Capital management 

The Supreme Council considers its investments as capital and its capital management objective is to 
establish a strong investment base for future growth and to ensure future working capital needs are met. The 
Council has no externally imposed capital requirements. 


10. Financial instruments 

The value of a financial instrument can be affected by changes in interest rates, foreign exchange rates, 
equity and commodity prices and credit spreads. 

Market risk 


Market risk is the potential for loss from changes in the value of financial instruments. 

The Supreme Council is exposed to market risk in the investment portfolio as well as through non-trading 
activities. Market risk in investment activities is managed by the senior management of Supreme Council and 
every investment transaction is guided by policy and regulatory limitations.

10. Financial instruments (continued) 

Interest rate risk 

The interest rate risk is the risk that arises from fluctuations in interest rates and the degree of volatility of 
these rates. The organization does not use derivative instruments to reduce its exposure to interest rate risk. 

Liquidity risk 

Liquidity risk is the risk that the organization cannot meet a demand for cash or fund obligations as they come 
due. Liquidity risk also includes the risk of not being able to liquidate assets in a timely manner at a 
reasonable price. Management manages liquidity risk and monitors the cash and funding needs on a daily 
basis. 


11. Related party transactions 

During the year, Supreme Council paid and charged back the salaries and employment taxes for the Scottish 
Rite Charitable Foundation. These transactions are in the normal course of business and measured at the 
exchange amount, which are the actual amounts paid. Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation is a not-for-profit 
organization whose board and directors are members of the Supreme Council.

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REPORT OF THE DEPUTY FOR 
ALBERTA AND THE NORTHWEST TERRITORIES 

To the Supreme Council 33 Q of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of 
Freemasonry of Canada 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers, and Brethren: 

I am pleased to submit my report on the conditions and activities of the five 
Valleys in Alberta and the Northwest Territories. 

We were saddened by the passing of those Brethren whose names are 
inscribed in the obituary records of our Annual Proceedings. Their 
contributions to Scottish Rite Freemasonry will be sorely missed. To their 
families we extend our deepest sympathies. 

Valley of Calgary 

This reporting period starts with the official visit of our Sovereign Grand 
Commander, Matthew F. Todd, 33 Q on October 15, 2009. The Valley of 
Calgary organized a dinner and social evening for the first official visit of our 
Sovereign Grand Commander since assuming office in September. The 
Shrine Centre provided a very pleasant venue. Job’s Daughters and DeMolay 
both performed a ceremony for our Sovereign Grand Commander. III.Bro. 
Murray Pay 33 s , assisted by several of the ladies, also made our Sovereign 
Grand Commander an honorary Calgarian. The Deputy and Active Member 
accompanied the Sovereign Grand Commander. 

The 53rd Fall Assembly of Southalta Consistory took place November 12-14. 
There were 20 candidates. The 19 s , 20 s , 23 s , 26 s , 29 s , 30 s , 31 s , and 32 s were 
conferred. The annual Christmas Party, held at Freemasons’ Hall, took place 
on December 14th. On January 10th the Honorary Inspectors General held 
an Officers Training Workshop which the Deputy attended. It was an excellent 
day, and it was obvious a lot of thought had gone into the program. The 
Valley intends to take this workshop to any Valley that would like to see it. 

February saw the 90th Annual Reunion of the Calgary Lodge of Perfection 
and the degrees conferred on 6 candidates. The degrees conferred either at 
the Reunion or over the course of the year were the 4 s , 5 s , 7 s , 9 s , 13 s , and 
14 s . A Valentine’s Banquet and Dance followed the degree at Freemasons’ 
Hall. The Deputy was in attendance and gave the proclamation. 


A Palm Sunday Tea was held for the Ladies. Delta Chapter of the Rose Croix 
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held its conferral of 18 Q on 15 candidates on Maundy Thursday. The 
ceremonies of Extinguishing and Relighting the Lights were also performed. 


On May 15 th the Valley of Calgary held their annual fund raising dinner for the 
“Rite to Learn Foundation” to establish a learning centre. The event was held 
at Safari Lodge Canada at the Calgary Zoo. A Walkathon will be held on May 
30th. The annual Wine Making Competition and Tasting will held in June as 
will the “Golf for Dyslexia” golf game. Both events help support the 
establishment of a Learning Center. 

III. Bro. Ken McComb, 33 Q , Active Member, has been very diligent in 
promoting ideas to raise funds for a learning center in Calgary. The Calgary 
Rite to Learn Foundation is currently looking for a suitable location for their 
centre. 

Valley of Central Alberta 

The Brethren presented the 21 Q at the Alberta Consistory (Edmonton) 
Reunion on October 21st. On December 15th the annual Christmas Party, at 
the Masonic Hall, was held immediately following a short business meeting. 
The 1 - and the 10 Q were presented on January 19th with 2 Brothers from 
Calgary coming for the 7 s . The 13 Q was conferred on two candidates on 
March 16th. The degree team had 2 new members, the Deputy and III.Bro. 
Orlan Weber 33 Q due to a shortage of cast members. The Deputy made his 
official visit at this time as the Reunion was occurring in April on the same day 
as the Charitable Foundation’s Annual Meeting. The Annual Reunion was 
held on April 10th. The Valley held an Easter Breakfast on April 4th. 

On June 15th, the annual windup BBQ will be held at Burbank Hall on the Red 
Deer River. This is always a most enjoyable event, and the scenery is 
wonderful. If those in attendance are fortunate, the white pelicans may also 
be present. 

Valley of Edmonton 

The resumption of work in the Fall commenced with the Master of the Work 
having an Actor and Director training session with Sam Varteniuk of Theatre 
Alberta. The purpose of these sessions is to assist in the better performance 
of our degrees. 

The Alberta Consistory held its 99th Fall Reunion on October 20-24, 2009. All 
of the degrees with the exception of the 20 Q , 24 Q , and 28 s , were conferred on 
18 candidates. The Deputy gave the usual proclamation. The annual 
banquet and music awards celebration was held on Saturday evening at 
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Freemasons’ Hall. The Valley’s $3000 scholarships were again presented to 
music students at the Alberta College Conservatory of Music. The 
Commander-in-Chief, III. Bro. Steven S. Caldwell, 33° and the 32 Q closed the 
proceedings with a stirring rendition of “Danny Boy”. 

The Edmonton Rite to Learn Foundation was formed to promote the founding 
of a Learning Center. III. Bro. Orlan J. Weber, 33°, PSGC, is president. The 
Foundation has attained charitable status with the Canada Revenue Agency, 
and is now raising funds to open a Learning Centre in Edmonton. 

The Brethren held the 1 st Annual Christmas party on December 4 th at 
Freemasons’ Hall. The party was well attended. It is hoped that this will 
continue to grow and help the Brethren get into the spirit of the season. 

The 104th Reunion of the Edmonton Lodge of Perfection was held January 
27-29, 2010. All the degrees were conferred on 19 new members of the 
Scottish Rite. The Deputy gave the proclamation. Putting on all of the Lodge 
of Perfection degrees requires lots of manpower and organization. The 
members of the Valley are to be congratulated on this achievement. The 
Reunion concluded with an Anniversary Banquet on the Saturday evening at 
the University of Alberta’s Faculty Club, with the ladies in attendance. The 
Thrice Puissant Grand Master, III. Bro. Stuart MacMoneagle, 32°, arranged for 
two harpists from the Alberta College Conservatory of Music to play prior to 
dinner and again as part of the program. The music added greatly to the 
atmosphere of the evening. 

The Master of the Work, III. Bro. Leigh Spicer, 33°, organized a second 
training session with Sam Varteniuk, a member of Theatre Alberta presiding. 
The all day session provided the members with some insights into acting that 
could be used to improve the manner in which the degrees were portrayed.

Spicer, 33° and Mr. Sam Varteniuk from 
Theatre Alberta. The Valley is indebted to III. Bro. Spicer, 33° and his activities 
to promote the quality of our degree presentations. 
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On July 9, the Valley will again hold “A Night at the Races” as a social event 
allowing members and their wives to enjoy an evening together. This event is 
organized by III.Bro. Karl Stark, 33 Q . 

Valley of Lethbridge 

The Fall activities commenced with the official visit of our Sovereign Grand

Gerald Earl Rozee, 33°, 
III. Bro. Marvel Dwight Mattson, 33°, III. Bro. Harold MacNaughton Sinclair, 
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33°, all from the Valley of Halifax, and III. Bro. Sidney Bruce Meloney, 33°from 
the Valley of Sydney. We extend our condolences to their families and loved 
ones. 

The highlight of the year was the June 4, 2009 visit of the Sovereign Grand 
Commander C. Robert Townshend, 33° and his wife Patricia to the Valley of 
Halifax. 

The Sovereign Grand Commander’s visit to the Valley of Halifax was marked 
by a special banquet in celebration of the achievement of six children who had 
completed a three year tutoring program at the Scottish Rite Charitable 
Foundation Learning Centre for Children.

The Valley’s South Shore Club confers Intendant of the Building Degree in 
Lunenburg. The Valley’s Lodge of Perfection was the first Scottish Rite of 
Canada Lodge to conduct degrees outside the Valley’s home location. 

The Annapolis Valley Scottish Rite Club holds an Annual General Meeting and 
Ladies Night in Kentville, this year’s Guest Speaker was Professor William 
Blackney of Acadia University. 

Valley of St. John’s 

I made an official visit to the Valley of St. John’s on November 10, 2009. This 
Valley has 79 lodge members. I was accompanied on this visit by the 
Sovereign Grand Commander, III. Bro. Matthew F. Todd, 33°. 

This Valley is very active in promoting Scottish Rite in Newfoundland. On 
February 26, 2010 the Valley conferred Lodge of Perfection Degrees on 17 
candidates. This is a remarkable achievement for a small Valley, and they are 
to be congratulated on their efforts. 

The Valley continues to win awards for their Lodge notices. 

Valley of Summerside 

On October 27, 2009 I made my official visit to the Valley of Summerside. I 
was accompanied on this visit by the Sovereign Grand Commander III. Bro. 
Matthew F. Todd, 33°. III. Bro. D. Ronald MacDonald, 33°, Active Member

The Valley of Summerside has 82 Lodge members, a decline of 3 from the 
previous year.

Kingston 

The brethren and ladies of the Valley welcomed III. Bro. Matthew Todd, 33 Q , 
Sovereign Grand Commander, at a banquet and reception celebrating the 
125th Anniversary of the Rose of Sharon Chapter Rose Croix and the 128 th 
Anniversary of the Kingston Lodge of Perfection. The location was significant 
as the now beautiful Renaissance Banquet Hall was previously the Lodge 
room of the Kingston Scottish Rite until the building was sold in 2006 and the 
Valley moved to a new location. 

The Kingston Lodge of Perfection was established ini881 by III. Bro. William 
Dunbar Gordon who received his 18 Q from Toronto Valley. He was an 
insurance agent and a Major at the Infantry School, and became the first 
Thrice Puissant Grand Master of Kingston Valley. He served also as the first 
First General of the Kingston Rose of Sharon Chapter Rose Croix. 

The Rose of Sharon Chapter Rose Croix, H.\R.\D.\M, No. 9, Kingston was 
established in 1884 by III. Bro. Major Samuel Gerrard Fairtlough, 32°. Major 
Fairtlough, Royal Artillery, was a professor at the Royal Military College. He 
established and served as the first Most Wise Sovereign, of the Rose of 
Sharon Chapter Rose Croix, Kingston, and in 1885-1886 served as the third 
Thrice Puissant Grand Master of Kingston Lodge of Perfection, No.7. III. Bro. 
Fairtlough, 32°, received his Scottish Rite Degrees at Valletta in Malta, and 
was an affiliated member of Moore Sovereign Consistory, Hamilton. He 
selected the name “Rose of Sharon” in honour of his mother Chapter (now in 
darkness) “Rose of Sharon Chapter”, located at Valletta, Malta. 

The Valley possesses a large portrait of III. Bro. Fairtlough, an engraved 
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pewter Flagon, an engraved chalice and plate of sterling silver which he 
donated to the Chapter for the table ceremony. A New Testament donated 
and inscribed by him is still in regular use on the altar. Mrs. Fairtlough is 
thought to have embroidered the red altar cloth used for the 18 Q degree. 

S.G. Fairtlough was a successful teacher and a company commander. 
Offered a posting to India, but wishing to stay in Canada, he learned that if he 
were to remain in Canadian employ he would lose his British army pension 
and that his wife would lose her right to a widow's pension. Fie decided 
instead to take a posting to India. Lieutenant-Colonel Samuel Gerrard 
Fair(t)lough, Royal Artillery, instructor in mathematics and artillery, later 
served with distinction against Fodi-Silah, a slaver in Sierra Leone; and died of 
fever there ini 894. 

During the year Kingston was saddened by the passing III. Bro. Keith Hay, 33° 
and III. Bro. Graham Thomson, 33°, both long serving dedicated members of 
the Valley. 

The Valley welcomed III. Bro. Joseph Percy, 33°, who was coroneted an 
Honorary Inspector-General, 33° at the Supreme Council Session in Hamilton. 

Kingston Valley is experiencing a small but steady increase of new members. 
The Valley is somewhat unique in that degrees are conferred, one degree per 
month, over a period of two years, the Lodge of Perfection degrees the first 
year and the Chapter Rose Croix degrees the second year. Members then 
travel to Hamilton or Ottawa to obtain their consistory degrees. Arrangements 
are made for candidates who are unable to be present for a compulsory 
degree to attend reunions in Peterborough or Ottawa to obtain those degrees. 

The Lodge travels to Brockville each March where a Brockville cast presents 
the12°. This year in Brockville, Thrice Puissant Grand Master, III. Bro. Rodger 
Monahan, 32°, welcomed an official visit by brethren from Ottawa, lead by III. 
Bro. Dale Olm, 32°, Commander-in-Chief of the Ottawa Consistory. In 
November 2010, the Valley will renew its traditional visits to Belleville where a 
cast of local members will confer the 7°. Holding these meetings in different 
locations provides an opportunity for good fellowship, a vital part of this great 
fraternity.

RAPPORT DU DEPUTE 
POUR LE QUEBEC 

To the Supreme Council 33o of the Ancient Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of 
Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers & Brethren: 

I hereby submit my annual report on the Scottish Rite Valleys of the Province 
of Quebec for the year ended May 31,2010. 

Visitations 

In May, I brought greetings on behalf of the A&ASR and its Sovereign Grand 
Commander during the Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge of 
Quebec. Unfortunately, I could not attend the Annual Communication of the 
Grand Chapter of the Royal Arch Masons of Quebec this year, nor the Annual 
Banquet of the Quebec Provincial Grand Chapter of the Eastern Star, due to 
conflicts of agenda. 

Grants from the Foundation 

During the month of November, I personally presented all five grants destined 
to nominees within the Province of Quebec. I met the three continued major 
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grant recipients at my office. The other major grant recipient, the first ever 
from Laval Universite in Quebec City, received his at the occasion of a cocktail 
hour graciously offered in Quebec City by the Quebec Valley. One of the 
graduate student awards was presented during a meeting of La Loge de 
Perfection Fleur de Lys, and the other one, during a meeting of Hochelaga 
Grand Lodge of Perfection. At this last meeting, I also presented her donation 
to Miss Erin Montour, a young Mohawk undergraduate student in social work 
at McGill University. This was a poignant occasion. She came with her 
handicapped mother and the two social workers that had supported her 
application for the much needed $2000 bursary. All Brethren present were 
touched by her story. She talked of her past personal medical fights and of her 
volunteer experience in the field, developing a program offering an information 
and referral service for people with disabilities in the First Nations village of 
Kahnawake. We also got a presentation of the Indigenous Access McGill 
program by one of her sponsors, himself a Mohawk, who is the S.W. graduate 
in charge of this program. On that night, I found a whole new meaning to the 
Foundation’s Deputies Provincial Charitable Donation program. 

Dispensations 

I did not issue any formal dispensation during the course of the last year. 

The Work 

In Montreal, generally, the work was of very good quality. We have still been 
facing replacements and a certain lack of resources at the last minute on 
many occasions. An effort is made this year again to interest a number of 
young brethren to take part in the degrees. We had good classes this year 
again; unfortunately, the presentation of the 9° in French had to be postponed; 
I hope this project will be revived in a not too distant future. A highlight was the 
excellent and impeccable portrayal of the 14° in English under the baton of its 
Thrice Puissant Grand Master, III. Bro. Victor Oustwani, 32°. 

The Montreal Sovereign Consistory experienced major problems during this 
last year. No degrees could be conferred. In the background, difficulties 
happened at the occasion of an entire rescheduling of the degrees of all three 
English bodies on a two year basis. Primarily however, health problems 
plagued the year. Our Commander-in-Chief had to fight a life threatening 
cancer and could not be available at all, and the Lieutenant Commanders 
were not able to take over in time. Then the Immediate Past Commander-in- 
Chief, who could probably have saved the situation, had to undergo an 
emergency eye surgery. All is being done to resume normal activities for the 
coming Masonic year, and I am confident that this will be the case. 
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Lastly, I am grateful again to the Sovereign Grand Commander who has 
accepted my application to raise the Valley of Montreal entitlement percentage 
so that we could proceed with at least one nomination for Honorary Inspector- 
General. 

On a more pleasant note about consistorial matters, I am honoured to 
announce that yesterday, I sent to Supreme Council a petition by all past 
presiding officers of the French bodies of the Valley of Montreal, and other 
worthy 32° Brethren, asking to be granted a Dispensation for the opening of a 
new Consistory working in French in the Valley of Montreal, under the name of 
the “Consistoire du Phenix”. I recommended that same be issued. Now is a 
good time to complete the journey started in 1998, with a first Dispensation 
being issued for the opening of la Loge de Perfection Fleur de Lys. 

In Quebec City, the recurring problem of poor recruitment is still present. 
However, there is now real hope at the horizon. At the occasion of my official 
visit, I had the pleasure to attend the Maundy Thursday ceremony of the 
Valley of Quebec, with a delegation of three 33° Brethren and one 32° who is 
our 33° elect, all from Montreal. We were hosted in grand style, as usual. A 
great step has been made in that very serious considerations are now being 
given to working primarily in French in the Loge of Perfection. This is the 
proposal I had made for quite some time now. 

A Piece of A&ASR News 

At the last Annual Communication of the Grand Loge of Quebec, in May, the 
Grand Master, M. W. Bro. D.C. Ross, 33°, in his address, sadly notified the 
assembly that the Dispensation of La Loge Condorcet, u.d., working the three 
first degrees of the A&ASR, would not be renewed. He also announced that a 
special Grand Lodge committee would study the problems encountered during 
this experiment, and report to him on aspects of consistency with some of the 
rules laid out in the Grand Lodge constitution, namely on ritual, regalia and 
officers. It must be said that dissentions within the Lodge were an important 
contributing factor leading to this finding.

REPORT OF 

THE DEPUTY FOR SASKATCHEWAN 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of 
Freemasonry of Canada 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

It is my privilege and pleasure to submit this report on the condition and 
activities of the Scottish Rite Valleys in Saskatchewan for the year ending May 
31,2010 in accordance with ART. 26 (d) of the Statutes and Regulations. 

During the course of the year, Scottish Rite Freemasonry was saddened by 
the death of III. Bro. R. Victor Culham, 33° who passed away on December 
22, 2009. III. Bro. Culham was a great supporter of the Masonic Family. Fie 
was a Past Worshipful Master of Lodge Progress No. 92, Past Grand Steward 
of the Grand Lodge of Saskatchewan, active in the Royal Order of Scotland, 
and in the WaWa Shriners. III. Bro. Culham participated in and was the 
Director of many Degrees in the Valley of Saskatoon. 

Valley of Moose Jaw 

The Moose Jaw Lodge of Perfection and the Alexander Sheppard Chapter of 
Rose Croix continue to have difficulties. They have cancelled some of their 
meetings and have decided to amalgamate with the Valley of 
Regina. Committees have been formed in both Valleys, meetings have been 
held, and it is now up to the Valley of Moose Jaw to make the last formal step. 

The Valley of Moose Jaw has cited older members passing away and not 
being able to recruit new members as the reason for their demise. This is the 
smallest Valley in Saskatchewan and they have been in trouble for some time. 

I will keep a close eye on the negotiations between these Valleys, and of 
course, inform Supreme Council of the progress of amalgamations. 
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Valley of Regina 


The Regina Lodge of Perfection held a Reunion on February 26 and 27, 2010, 
with 10 candidates. The Regina Chapter of Rose Croix held a Reunion in 
April to commemorate the Easter Ceremonies with nine candidates receiving 
their Rose Croix Degrees. The ceremonies of Extinguishing and Relighting 
the Lights were performed. A breakfast for members, families and friends 
took place after the Memorial Service on Easter Sunday morning. The 
Consistory Reunion was on May 8 and 9, 2010, with eight candidates 
receiving their thirty second degree. Members of the Regina and Moose Jaw 
Valleys once again raised funds for the Saskatchewan Heart and Stroke 
Foundation. 

The annual Christmas Dinner was held on November 25, 2009 at the Royal 
United Service Institute with over 100 members, spouses and fraternal ladies 
in attendance. I attended this event and it was a great night of fun and a 
feeling of good will was prominent in the room.

We have many 
members from North Battleford, (some 130 km’s away from Saskatoon) and 
they gave us their Masonic Hall, at no charge. 

On January 9, 2010 a combined Installation Ceremony was held for all three 
bodies in the afternoon. In the evening, a sumptuous banquet was held with 
our ladies and fraternal ladies present. This was an excellent evening and a 
good time was had by all. 

The Saskatoon Lodge of Perfection held their Reunion on February 26 and 
27. There are six candidates and we were allowed partial access to the 
upstairs of our Masonic Hall. 
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The Saskatoon Chapter of Rose Croix held their Annual Reunion on March 
31, April 1 and 4, 2010. The Chapter conducted the Ceremony of 
Extinguishing and Relighting the Lights, held a Rose Ceremony for Departed 
Brethren followed by an Easter Brunch. Family and friends were invited to 
attend the Easter Sunday activities.

John Wyatt Lowry, (Jack) the second of four children of 
Wyatt and Robina Lowry, was born in Hamilton, Ontario in 
1925 where he remained a lifelong resident until his death 
on January 27, 2010.

Scottish Rite and Freemasonry, in general, lost a great 
champion when Bill McCoid passed away on March 3, 
2010 after a long battle with Alzheimer’s disease.

Bill was born in Kamloops, BC April 16, 1926. He served 
in World War II as a RCAF wireless air gunner and later worked for the CNR 
as a telegrapher. In 1948, he began a career in the sawmill industry, retiring 
in 1972. 

He commenced his Masonic journey in Kamloops Lodge No.10 AF&AM on 
June 29, 1950. The next 60 years would see a commitment and dedication to 
Masonry attained by only a few. 

Bill served as Worshipful Master of his Lodge in 1968/69 and was District 
Deputy Grand Master of District 3 in 1973/74. He affiliated with Prince 
Charles Lodge No.53 (Kelowna) and Cariboo Lodge No.4 (Barkerville), and 
was an honorary member of Mount St. Paul Lodge No. 109 (Kamloops).

Thrice Puissant Grand Master of the former for 3 years and founding Most

Bill was coroneted an Honorary Inspector-General of Supreme Council 
A&ASR in Vancouver in 1973 and crowned Active Member in 1984 in 
Edmonton. He was made a Past Active Member in Thunder Bay in 1991. 

Bill was a charter member of Pacific Conclave No.27 Red Cross of 
Constantine and served as Most Puissant Sovereign in 1987. 

He was a life member of Royal Arch Chapter No.18 and a member of Gizeh 
Shrine.

ILL. BRO. GLYN ROSS ROBERTS, 33 


G. Ross Roberts was born in Birtle, Manitoba in August 28, 
1918. He spent his early childhood there until his family 
went looking for ‘greener’ pastures first in North Battleford, 
then to Edmonton in 1924. But by 1929 he was back in a 
one room schoolhouse near their rural Alberta homestead, 
where he was Miss Branely-Moore’s star pupil all the way 
to Grade 10. 

In 1933 he was sent to live with relatives so he could 
attend Wesley College in Winnipeg. Graduating at 16 he joined Great West 
Life Insurance Co. as a messenger boy earning $10 a week. Six months later 
a fellow boarder told him that the Hudson’s Bay Co. was hiring. He was 
selected from 100’s of applicants as an apprentice fur trader. Now earning 
$15.00 per month and with a $500 contract bonus in the bank he served in 
Fort Alexander, Cumberland House and Montreal Lake, Sask. 



In the fall of 1939 he resigned, expecting to enter RCAF air crew training. 
Recruiting was temporarily halted so Ross took a job with the CNR. Always an 
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optimist he re-applied in June, 1940 and by December he was called up. They 
pinned on his wings in September 1941 and posted him to 8th Bomber 
Squadron in Sydney, Nova Scotia. 

Pearl Harbour changed everything and the squadron was deployed to Sea 
Island to patrol the British Columbia coast. Ross was a born navigator but his 
war was not to be white silk scarves and daring do. An insightful Group 
Captain figured Ross would excel at lethal three dimensional chess. He was 
promoted and posted to No. 2 Fighter Control School as an instructor where 
he served until his discharge in October 1945. 

He now went back to the CNR in Winnipeg as the supervisor of a crew of 65. 
Characteristically optimistic about his prospects he married Rhoda Horne of 
the Hudson Bay Co., Vancouver, on December 21, 1945. Early ini946, Ross 
enrolled at the University of Manitoba. He did not do well and returned to the 
CNR until April 1947. That same year, he and Rhoda visited Vancouver. 
Ross resigned from the CNR and accepted a position with Canada Safeway 
where he rapidly rose to store management. 

Gifted at logistics and people management, Ross still wanted a life with a 
higher purpose. He resigned in September 1962 in order to become a teacher 
he enrolled in the University of British Columbia. In 1963, he began teaching 
in Burnaby and served 18 years at the Park Crest School - retiring in 1982. 
He received his B.Ed in 1967 and earned enough UBC credits for 2 more 
degrees. He worked 10 years after his retirement for the Masonic Cemetery 
Association until 1992. 

A Master Mason since 1949, Ross joined Vancouver Valley in 1972 and was 
treasurer for many years. He received his 33° in 1985. In 1973 was elected 
Master of Cascade No. 12 and served as Master again in 1985. He was the 
last District Deputy Grand Master of District No. 15 and became a member of 
the Royal Order of Scotland in 1995.
